Ticket Rip-Off 


I am writing this letter on behalf of the 
nearly one thousand people who waited 
hours, a substantial number over 18 hours, 
at the Boston Garden for tickets to the rock 
concert by the ‘‘Who’’. All of these people 
are victims of Don Law Production’s 
unfair ticket distribution practices. No one 
at the Garden on Monday received any of 
the good seats expected from their loig  — 
wait. In fact, tickets for the entire first 39 
rows, the promenades, loges, and first 
balconies within distance of the stage 
seemed to be conspicuously absent. 

Upon further investigation of the resale 
ticket agencies, it appears that some 
thousands of the best seats were not put on 
sale Monday, but were held from the 
market until Wednesday, when market 
demand commanded a higher price for 
Law from the ticket agencies. On Monday 
at the Garden, tickets were selling at their 
marked prices of $7.50, $6.50 and $5.50, 
with a limit of two tickets per person. 
Wednesday morning, two selected ticket 
agencies received over a thousand of 
these preferred seats and were getting 
$10.00 for the $7.50 seats, $9.00 for the $6.50 
seats, etc., and were selling them in lots of 
fifty and one hundreds to potential 
scalpers. 

I feel this practice is not morally right 
for those who waited all Sunday night for — 
those preferred seats. If these were Bruin 


tickets and involved the hockey en- 
thusiasts instead of rock concert tickets 
for students, the cries of protest would be 
incredible. But that’s not the case, and 
everyone knows that it’s just students and 
we don’t count in Boston — we are just 
easy prey for exploitation.

Don Law Replies: ' 

Ms. Thorpe’s letter reflects some basic 
misconceptions about the role of the 
concert producer. The producer of such an 
event never dictates which tickets will be 
sold by outside agencies and which tickets 
will be sold at the box office. The ‘‘House’’, 
in this case the Boston Garden, has control 
over such decisions. 

Ticket agencies receive their tickets 
directly from the Boston Garden Box 
Office without any approval from_ the 
producer. The producer often has no 
knowledge of which agencies are selling 
what part of the tickets available and the 
producer receives no part of any service 
charge the agency attaches to the price. 
The ticket agencies are strictly regulated 
by the State of Massachusetts and their 
rates are fixed. Any variation of these 
rates represents a violation of the law and 
may subject the agency to a loss of its 
license. 

As for the suggestion that we charge 
more for productions directed toward the 
student population, a check of other major 
cities will reveal that Boston prices are 
consistantly lower. For example, tickets 
will soon go on sale for the Bob Dylan 
Concert with a top price of $8.00, while‘in 
New York and some other cities the top 
price will be $9.50. It was due to our efforts 
that the price is lower. 

We are the only producer to have benefit 
concerts, free outdoor events and above 
all, to have brought the best musical talent 
in the world to Boston on a regular basis. 
We are able to do this not by exploiting the 
student population but by trying to be 
sensitive to its demands. We appreciate 
your support and regret only that we are 
unable to satisfy the ticket demands for all 
attractions. 


On Being a Woman 


To Karen Lindsey: 

I had meant to write this immediately on 
reading your article ‘The Streets: A 
Jungle of Male Assaults’. But before I got 
round to it, the following week’s copy of 
The Phoenix came out carrying your 
equally clear-headed and articulate 
comments on the mystique of virginity. So 
now I really feel I must just write to say 
how very impressed I am with both pieces. 

I came over from England a couple of 


' months ago to live in Boston. Although, 


being female, I’ve experienced exactly the 
kind of gauntlet-running male hassling 
that you describe so well at home, I find it 
even harder to deal with here, in America. 
It may well be that the English are more 
repressed and therefore less annoying on a 
day to day living basis, also that I’m 
familiar with the mentality, background 
and motive of the culprits on the other side

of the Atlantic and better able to judge the 
extent of any real threat. But now, on my 
own most of the day (my friend is out at 
work) until I too find a job, the only contact 
I have at present with people consists of 
odd meetings with workmen in our 
building and my occasional sortie to the 
local shops. Seemingly the least com- 
plicated, harmless of pastimes — for a 
man. But for me it is becoming a major 
operation to slip out for a loaf of bread — 
past the gang of men laying whatever 
pipes it is they are laying on Mass. Ave., 
the policemen where the traffic lights have 
broken down, the middle aged 
businessmen swaggering off for a long 
lunch, ‘kids’ in their last year of high 
school, etc., etc. I brace myself, deter- 
mined not to waste valuable energy 
coping-not coping with the inevitable in- 
vasion of privacy, before setting foot 
outside our front door. 

I found your article breathtaking in the 
accuracy with which you pin-point all the 
aspects of this crazy business. As you say, 
it’s positively exhausting; keeps one in a 
constant state of low key fear’ (so right); 
and means dressing dully to avoid the 
more overtly unhealthy attention that 
looking nice attracts. Being a reasonably 


independent person, I was really begin- 


ning to resent the fact that I’d rather not go 
out alone. It was also depressing to see 
how little men have chosen to understand 
or cooperate. with that wildy advanced 
concept of treating women as human 
beings. The oogler on the street takes 
refuge in the supposed anonimity the 
situation affords for his particular brand 
of sexual appraisal, regardless of how 
disturbing, upsetting or infuriating it 
might be for the woman involved — and 
she is involved. ; 

One of the reasons your article had such 
an impact on me is that just a couple of 


- days before it came out I’d been trying to 


convey to my friend (who fully un- 


derstands the greater, more publicized . 


problems women have — and entirely 
sympathises) just how different his per- 
ception of the world (and the world’s of 
him) is on seemingly trivial matters from 
mine, simply through my being a woman. 
Just what an ordeal walking down a street 
can be, how difficult it is to stop off alone 
for a cup of coffee — simple straight- 
forward acts which to him aren’t even acts 
in themselves, just daily routines that pass 
unnoticed. It was almost impossible to 
explain without sounding overly self- 
conscious, hung up about sex, sour, overly 
timid. 

It’s drainingly confusing being a woman 
in 1973 (as confusing as it was being a girl 
‘losing’ one’s ‘virginity’ in 1963!) and the 
odd flash of real insight such as you 
showed in both articles is reassuring and 
strengthening. Thank you. ©

Progress Blocked 


Our already too slow progress toward 


more equal educational opportunity has 


been blocked in Boston, as in many other 
places, by a simple but important mistake. 


We have unwisely allowed a legitimate ae 
demand, that minority group parents Bei 
should be enabled to send their children to 
good schools, to be turned into a demand 
that some white parents should be com- 
pelled to send their children to bad schools. 
This demand is not legitimate and cannot | 
be made to stick. It is deeply unpopular — 
nowhere in the country is there a political | 
majority for it — and unjust. Only when we 
give it up can we begin to work effectively 
for what is sensible and just and might 
with time and effort be made popular and 
therefore feasible — the right of all 
parents, of whatever group, to take their 
children out of bad schools and put them 
into good ones. If our aim is to put pressure 
on school authorities to provide more good 
schools, this the way and the only way to 
do it. 

This would also clear up the foggy issue 
of neighborhood schools, by distinguishing 
between what is legitimate and just, the 
right of parents to choose to send. their 
children to a school in their neighborhood, 
and what is illegitimate and unjust, the 
right of parents and schools to exclude any 
children who are not from their neigh- 
borhood. 


It will not be easy for us to do the just 
and wise thing, even when we know what it 
is. But knowing is at least the first step.

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The FBI’s Seven Programs to Disrupt Political Groups

The FBI, following a federal 
court order, has released two 
extremely revealing documents 
which list the Bureau’s seven 
counterintelligence programs 
and provide, for the first time, 
undeniable proof that the 
agency set up a formal program 
to infiltrate and disrupt wholly 
legitimate political organizing. 

The seven Bureau Cointelpros 
—counterintelligence programs— 
were: 

-Cointelpro - Espionage 

-Cointelpro - New Left 

-Cointelpro - Disruption of 

White Hate Groups 

-Cointelpro - Communist 

Party, USA 

-Counterintelligence and 

Special Operations 

-Cointelpro - Black 

Extremists 

-Socialist Workers Party - 

Disruption Program 
_ The two documents, released 
as a result of a suit filed by 
Ralph Nader’s Freedom of 
Information Clearing House, a 
public interest law group, on 
behalf of Carl Stern, NBC 
investigative reporter, were the 
directives through which the 
late FBI czar J. Edgar Hoover 
set up and then discontinued the 
Cointelpro - New Left. The 
attack on the New Left was 
initiated on May 8, 1968 and 
discontinued on April 28, 1971. 
We learn of the other six 
programs only because the 
directive which terminated 
Cointelpro - New Left was the 
same order that discontinued 
the other six Cointel 
programs. It is not known 
when the other six programs 
were initiated or for how long 
they functioned. 


The Hoover directive that 
ended these programs was 
apparently part of the Bureau’s _ 


frantic response to the first 
revelations from the so-called 
Media Files. On March 8, 1971, 
a still-unknown group called the 
Citizens’ Commission to 
Investigate the FBI burglarized 
the Media, Pa., office of the FBI 
and took all files, bulletins, 
dossiers and Bureau internal 
documents - everything but the 
toilet paper - while the agents 
and practically every other 
blooded American boy were 
home watching the Clay-Liston 
fight. Three weeks later, they 
began to mail batches of 
internal FBI documents to 
newsmen and lawmakers, 
revealing with the Bureau’s own 
files the FBI’s policies and 
programs of political 
repression. The Citizens’ 
Commission, still unapre- 
hended today, kept sending out 
batches of documents over the 
following several months with a 
devastating effect upon the 

- Bureau’s public image. (Led by 
Washington Post, which ignored 
threats and pleas from then 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
and Hoover, the press spread 
before the nation the first hard 
documentary evidence of the 
extent to which the FBI 
had become a political police 
agency, a guardian of orthodoxy 
daunted by neither the 
Constitution nor the Bill of 
Rights.) 

A Hoover directive of May 14, 
1968 set forth the goals and 
purposes of Cointelpro-New 
Left. ‘“‘The purpose of this 
program is to expose, disrupt, 
and otherwise neutralize the 
activities of the various New 
Left organizations, their 
leadership and adherents, 
wrote the Director. “We must 
frustrate every effort of these 


groups and individuals to 


consolidate their forces -or to 
recruit new or youthful 


adherents.

every instance, 
consideration should be given to 
disrupting the organized 
activity of these groups and no 
opportunity should be missed to 
capitalize upon organizational 
and personal conflicts in their 
leadership.” 

All Bureau offices, Hoover 
ordered, must follow the 
activities of New Left 
organizations and its key 
activitists ‘‘on a continuous 
basis” to take advantage of all 
counterintelligence opp- 
ortunities and “also inspire 
action where. circumstances 
warrant.’ 

The unexplained phrase 


“inspire action” is understdod’ 


by veteran bureau watchers to 
refer to agent provocateur 
activity - such as that 
documented in the. activities of 
Boyd Douglas in the . Berrigan 
Case in Harrisburg and of 
Robert Hardy in the Camden 28 
Case - where the FBI infiltrator 
became the prime mover in 
initiating and organizing illegal 
activity to trap anti-government 
activists. 

The “immediate termination” 
order on all seven programs - a 
typical action by Hoover, who 
governed the Bureau with blunt 
sweeping directives - may have 


played into the internal 
bureaucratic war ongoing in the 
Bureau at that time. The order 
itself, however, brings to mind 
the rash of Hoover memos in 
March of 67 limiting on-campus 
FBI activity after a Ramparts 
expose on CIA funding and 
infiltration of the National 
Student Association caused a 
public uproar. 

Hoover - fearful of the flak 
from the Media exposures - 
terminated the programs at a 
time when the thrust of 
administration policy and 
internal Bureau politics was 
pushing for moreé;* not less, 
‘‘infiltrate and disrupt’’ 
programs. 

Hoover ended the programs in 
May, 1971. In July, 1970, 
presidential security advisor 
Tom Charles Huston received 
President Nixon’s approval of a 
domestic security program 
which called for increased illegal 
electronic surveillance, illegal 
mail inspection, break-ins, and 
intensified informer tactics 
against dissident American 
citizens. Putting all his prestige 
on the line, and reportedly 
threatening to expose the Nixon- 
ordered “‘Kissinger taps” of the 
newsmen and high government 
officials, Hoover forced Nixon to 


withdraw the Huston plan, but 
Huston continued to maintain a 
drumbeat of White House 
criticism that the FBI was being 
too soft on domestic dissent. . 
It was after Hoover issued the 
directive cancelling the 
Cointelpro operations that the 
deputy director of the FBI, 
William Sullivan, formerly head 
of the Bureau’s Domestic 
Intelligence Division, stole the 
records of the “Kissinger taps”’ 
from the FBI files and delivered 
them to Asst. Attorney General 
Robert Mardian who turned 
them over to John Erlichman. 
Sullivan’s theft was apparently 
an attempt to disarm Hoover 


and gain White House support. 


for himself as Hoover’s 
successor. But the old man put 
them all down and wiped out his 
bureau opposition in the fall of 
1971, firing Sullivan and 
demoting Chester Brennan, 
then head of the Domestic 
Intelligence Division. 

In August, 1970, after Hoover 
had torpedoed the Huston plan 
in July, the Bureau held an 
important internal policy 
conference on, the New Left, 
according to Bureau insiders. 
From the circulated Media 
Files, it is obvious that the 
Bureau responded directly to 


the threat and advanced 


criticism by Huston. From 
memos of the special agent in 
charge at Media to his agents we 
see the impact. The agents were 
ordered to restructure coverage 
of the left into a split 
jurisdiction, the “New Left” and 
the “old” left, and were urged to 
step up interviews with young 
left activists to (in the oft quoted 
and notorious phrase) heighten 
the endemic paranoia and 
strengthen the fear “that there 
is an FBI agent behind every 
mailbox.’’ Hoover also first 
authorized at this time the 
recruitment of informers under 
21 years of age - something 
Huston had pressed for in his 
aborted program. 

(In the same Media memos, 
circulated on September 9, 1970, 
after a briefing on the 
Washington conference, the 
agents were warned to keep a 
tighter rein on agent 
provocateurs. “There have been 
a few instances where security 
informers got carried away, 
during a demonstration, 
assaulted police, etc.”) 

Academicians who. worked 
with the Bureau in the summer 
of 1971, after the Cointelpros 


’ were cancelled, report that top 


Bureau officials were willing to 
admit to them that the agency 
was still using counter- 
intelligence agents to in- 
filtrate and factionalize the 
Black Panthers. It seems that 
Cointel programs among black 
militants, particularly the 
Panthers, were continued. 
Indeed, with agents already in 
place and their politics already 
known within the group they 
had infiltrated - it would be 


_ almost impossible for an 


informer known as militant and 
inflamatory to suddenly 
“change” from fratricidal hawk 
to dove. 

“They told me quite frankly 
that the Bureau informers 
within the Black Panthers had 
been told to align themselves 
with either the Cleaver faction 
or the Newton faction and 
intensify the split,” said one 
college professor who had 
consulted with Bureau officials. 

Even in the Hoover Cointelpro 
termination memo, Hoover 
noted that ‘in exceptional 
instances where it is considered

Through Politics 


The Hoover Documents and the Left

The detail that sticks most 
fiercely in my mind from Kirk 
Sale’s SDS (Random House, 
1973, 752 pp., $15.00) is that in 
1969 there were 2000 fulltime 
undercover agents operating 
inside the New Left. My 
experience around SDS and the 
antiwar movement made me 
doubt there could have been 
even 20, and among the fulltime 
regulars of SDS there certainly 
were not 200. So I tended to 
doubt the 2000 figure. Maybe it 
was only another police-dropped 
pseudofact meant to divide 
people. 

Yet it stung and doubts 
persisted. Police identification 
of the East Coast Black Panther 
Party is known to have been 
extensive and profound. At a 
certain moment in 1969 and 
1970 the New York BPP chapter 
was altogether a creature of the 
NYPD’s red squad under 
Finnegan Flannigan (whose 
partners Caulfield and 
Ulasewitz matriculated to 
Creep). This and similar if not 


coordinated police activity 
against black liberationists in 
Los Angeles and Chicago alone 
makes the 2000 figure seem less 
immodest, more proportionate. 
When there was so much to be 
thrown at the radical blacks, 
what might have been around 
for throwing at the radical 
whites? — 

Through summer and fall just 
past I labored at an essay-review 
of Sale’s book centered on the 
inconscionable theme that the 
New Left was destroyed much 
less by its own internal failings 
and self-contradictions than by 
concerted police repression. I 
quote from its opening passage: 

“Everyone sees that SDS 
committed suicide and that 
Weatherman was the act. But 
what if SDS was being murdered 
at the same time? For example, 
by the Nixon state now? Would 
that count for anything - Is the 
question worth coming back to 
in the light of Watergate lessons 
about Nixon’s methods, the 
question of the cause of SDS’s 


death at the moment when the 
student antiwar movement was 
about to explode?” 


' The piece was rejected. The 
four-page rejection note gave me 
to think it was rejected because 
this was its chosen theme, 
instead of two dozen other 
things. I filed it away in the 
rejected section and decided to 
forget the unconscionable 
theme. Maybe I was being too 
paranoid. 


Then two weeks ago NBC- 
TV’s Carl Stern, having long 
before sued to obtain them 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act, was given 
copies of till-then secret FBI 
papers disclosing that the late 
Hoover ordered an all-out FBI 
campaign to destroy the New 
Left. Savor the language of 
Hoover’s memo of May 10, 1968, 
and recall that it is written a 
month after King’s death and 
with the Paris May se in the 
background. 


Directing all offices to mount 


,an attack on the ‘New Left 


movement and its key 
activists...who spout revolution 
and unlawfully challenge society 
to obtain their demands,”’ 
Hoover wrote, “The purpose of 
this program is to expose, 
disrupt and otherwise neutralize 
the activities of the various New 
Left organizations, their 
leadership and adherents. It is 
imperative that the activities of 
these (unspecified) groups be 
followed on a continuous basis 
so we may take advantage of all 
opportunities for counterintelli- 
gence and also inspire action in 
instances where circumstances 
warrant.” 
He said the FBI ‘“ must 
frustrate every effort of these 
groups and individuals to 
consolidate their forces or to 
recruit new or useful 
adherents.’’ He said 
“consideration should be given 
to disrupting the organized 
anarchistic activity of these

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Real Peace Prize 


Last Monday, while Henry 
Kissinger was accepting the 
Nobel Peace Prize, a ‘Real 
Peace Prize” was awarded to 
victims of the continuing war in 
Indochina. Longtime peace 
worker and Nobel Prize 
recipient Salvador Luria of MIT 
presented a certificate to 
representatives from the 
Vietnam Resource Center and 
the New England Committee for 
Non-Violent Action. The 
certificate decries Kissinger’s 
role in the Indochina peace 
negotiations, and calls for 
immediate implementation of 
the Paris Peace Accord by the 
U.S. The certificate reads, in 
part: “Those who have struggled 
for real peace ... are the 
Vietnamese and American 
people who have resisted and 
withstood this war, yet have 
paid for it with needless deaths, 
wasted lives, shattered families, 
devastated economics and years 
of turmoil.” Co-sponsors of the 
“Real Peace Prize” were the 
Clergy and Laity Concerned and 
the Daily Death Toll. 


Moscow Protest 

For the past eight years, a 
small group of free-thinkers, non- 
conformists, and dissidents has 
come together at Pushkin 
Square, Moscow at 6 p.m. on 
December 5 for a silent vigil to 
commemorate the adoption in 

; 1636 of the Soviet Constitution, 
“most democratic in the world.” 
Begun as a protest of the 1965 
arrests of Andrei Sinyavsky and 
Yuli Daniel (the first step in the 
Soviet government’s drive 
against dissidents), the 
demonstrations have always 
borne a humorless irony. KGB 
agents have dispersed the crowd 
within minutes. Viktor 
Khaustev, a worker arrested last 
year after the demonstration, is 
still awaiting trial. 

Despite warnings that. the 
assembly would be banned 
altogether this year, between 25 
and 40 people (including 

physicist Andrei Sakharov) 
assembled at Pushkin Square 
for two minutes. And for the first 
time, the secret police merely 
looked on and allowed the 
meeting to disperse peacefully. 

Thies yéar ateo, 
demonstration in support of 
these non-conformist thinkers 
was held in Boston at 10 a.m. (6 
p.m. Moscow time) on Dec. 5. 
Less than a dozen people 
gathered in the warm winter 
rain beside the empty fountain 
at Government Center and stood 
silently for 10 minutes. Two 
people held signs, one listing the 
names of dissidents now 
imprisoned in the USSR. There 
were no spectators. 

Phebe. Mace, a graduate 
student at Boston College, 
organized the demonstration 
and wrote that she “neither 


represents or is affiliated with 
any organized group,” 
which may explain the small 
turnout. Ms. Mace has been in 
contact with Vladimir 
Maximov, 
recently expelled from the 
Union of Writers and threatened 
with confinement in a mental 
hospital. Maximov was told of 
the Boston demonstration and 
he was encouraged by it.

Save the Whales 
The opening of the Antartic 


whaling season last week 
signaled demonstrations by 
environmentalists from Iceland 
and Paris to our own Bean City. 
While they deomonstrated in 
Japan and South Africa, forced 
petitions on London-based 
diplomats, and held mass 
meetings in the streets of Paris, 
Boston’s own environmentalists 
had their say. Endangered 
Species Productions (the local 
group 
environmental education skpws 
for school kids) passed out 
leaflets and petitions outside 
Boston Garden last Wednesday 
evening. They’re dramatizing 
their objections to what they call 
the inevitable extinction of 
whales which are killed off at the 
present rate of 40,000 a- year 
from December through the end 
of spring. Although most 
countries have some regulations

Off the List 
Bernadine Dohrn has finally 


been dropped from the F.B.I.’s 
“10 most wanted list.”” She is 


succeeded on the list by a man 
whom the F.B.I. describes as a 

‘‘member of the notorious 
Philadelphia Black Mafia 
Syndicate.” 

The U.S. attorney in Detroit 
dropped the charges against 
Dohrn: and 14 others last 
October, rather than reveal 
publicly what the Justice 
Department calls ‘sensitive 
foreign intelligence materials.” 

Attorneys for the defendants 
charged that the government 
decided to drop the case in order 
to avoid admitting widespread 
illegal activities by government 
agents, including wiretaps and 
burglaries of defense offices. 

Another vacancy on the most 
wanted list came when Twymon 
Ford Myers was killed in a shoot- 
out with F.B.I. agents and New 
York police last month. 

Samuel Richard Christian 
and Ronald Harvey, the two 
newcomers to the list, are 
described as ‘‘seasoned 
criminals.’’ Christian is charged 
with five murders and flight to 
avoid prosecution: Harvey, with 
seven murders. According to the 
F.B.L., they consider themselves 
to be officers of the Nation of 
Islam. 

Homestead Collapse 


A-quick collapse of 
negotiations between the city of 
Boston and a non-profit 
community development 


’ corporation to supervise the 


much-heralded urban 
homesteading program passed 
three weeks ago by City Council 
cast doubt on the city’s 
sincerity in getting to work on 
any large-scale rehabilitation of 


‘Corporation (GBCD), 


abandoned housing in the city. 
‘The Greater Boston 
Community Development 
a non- 
profit group which specializes in 
offering technical advice to low- 
income groups engaged in 
housing construction, turned 
down last week a tentative feeler 


‘from the city because of a lack of 


funding for the program, which 
has already prompted dozens of 
people to call City Hall in search 
of the one-dollar abandoned 
homes which the legislation 
sponsored by Councillor 
Christopher Ianella seemed to 
promise. There are up to 2000. 
such tax-delinquent buildings, 
mostly three-decker homes, in 
the city, although few are 
currently deeded over officially 
to the city. 

Ed Marchant of GBCD says 
serious flaws exist now in the 
program, although he, like 
almost everyone, loves the idea 
in theory. “In theory, you’re 
going to arrest urban decay and 
all that good stuff. But there are 
serious questions. How do you 
make sure low-income persons 
will be served? What kind of 
volume of housing will result? 


“Some people think the whole 
program is deceptive - giving the ., 
idea that homesteading, so- 
called; will stabilize 
neighborhoods, while the city 
now lacks the resources to 
implement the program,” says 
Marchant. 

“The city, at least the 
Mayor’s office, recognizes the 
limitations, but how can it 
afford now to say it supports the 
idea?”

“‘My favorite directors are 
sorta not American,”’ said 
Woody Allen solemnly, without 
the slightest hint of amusement 
or enthusiasm to his tone. ‘First 
of all, Bergman.” 

Blank, astonished stare from 
me. : 
“Bergman, Ingmar Bergman? 
The great thing about Bergman 
is he’s totally enjoyable, for me, 
before you even think about it. 
When I first saw The Magician 
or The Seventh Seal, I didn’t 
have the vaguest kind of 
knowledge of existential 
philosophy at all, I mean I'd 
never read Kierkegaarde, I’d 
never read Nietzche. But 
I saw the pictures and they were 
totally enjoyable. Then, years 
later, as I read these 
philosophers and saw what he 
was talking about and where he 
got his ideas and everything, it 
was reinforced. It was even more 
enjoyable.” 

Oh. Woody (whose other 
favorite directors are Bunuel” 
and Antonioni) was sitting quite 
still in his very nice living room, 
patiently explaining all this 
without benefit of most of the 
mannerisms he uses when 
performing - no tics, no 
scratching, no pacing around, 
just a slight Brooklyn accent 
and that’s all. The room itself 
was a Fifth Avenue branch of 
Antique Heaven, very brown 
and tasteful and-:Early 
American, beautifully decorated 
by Woody himself (‘‘there’s 
nothing to it, if you got time you 
just go over to Third Avenueand : 
buy stuff’). The sound system 
played something classical, 
although it usually plays jazz; 
the housekeeper tidied 
discreetly in the kitchen, and 
the doorman had a vaguely 
Teutonic air. The place was 
enormous, a duplex penthouse 
with a staggering view of Central 
Park. Only a few jarring 
touches, like the army jacket on 
the elegant hall coatrack, the 
curious scope of his library 
(Dickens, Albert Speer, Irwin 
Shaw), the tiny framed photo of 
Diane Keaton above his desk - 
and, of course, Woody himself. 
Smaller than you’d think, and 
he says he photographs better 
than he looks but the difference 
is known only to him. Somehow 
slightly funny even when he’s 
not working at it; 38 years old — 
and he still dresses collegiate, 
right down to his saddle shoes. 

“Serious film interview?” he 
asked, as I began to explain my 
little miscalculation (He’s- 
always-so-funny-Why-don’t-I- 
try-something-different?). ‘All 
the time, I only do serious film 
interviews. If you saw the others 
you probably saw the 
exceptions, because I’m really 
Mr. Serious. I’m serious all the 
time: It’s only once in a great 
while that you get some silly 
publication like Playboy, where 
they really want you to be . 


amusing.” 

Playboy? “I like the naked 
girls and that’s it. I love the 
pictures, I think they’re so 
pretty, some of them are so 
pretty and sexy ....”” 

Riffling desperately through a 
padful of no-laugh questions, 
each of which - I was realizing - 
he had very probably been asked 
about six hundred thousand 
times before, I settled on 
something about the Supreme 
Court obscenity ruling and 
inquired as to whether he’d been 
censor-wary while making 
Everything You Always Wanted 
To Know About Sex. 

“Mm-hmm.” Friendly smile 
but a slightly bored sound, a 
little restless and distracted. 
“No.” I tried asking whether or 
not he has an instinct to make 
far dirtier pictures than that 
one, thereby eliciting the 
afternoon’s- most alarmingly 
deadpan‘ response: 


Clean Pictures. 


“T have an instinct to make 
clean pictures. I mean, my 
tendency, if left along and not 
consciously thinking about clean 
or dirty, would be to make clean 
pictures. I think it’s probably 
because when I was young the 
people who influenced me in 
films, the comedians, made 
clean. pictures. The playwrights 
like George S. Kaufman, the 
writers like Benchley, Bob 
Hope, they all did: clean 
comedies. So there would be a 
tendency for me to do, like, 


clean - you known, that would - 


be my tendency. I’m not saying 
not make occasional sex jokes, 
but generally speaking it would 

clean.” 

Oh. Bob Hope seemed the 
logical avenue to pursue out of 
all that, and fortunately for all 
concerned a Bob Hope question 
broke some ice. One of Allen’s 
favorite comedies is Duck Soup, 
but another is Monsieur 
Beaucaire, with Bob Hope, it’s 
one of the great funny pictures. 
I’m also a great fan of his - not in 
recent years, I mean I don’t 
think he’s done anything funny 
in the last fifteen years, but he’s 
made a lot of movies, and of 
those movies there’s about a half 
dozen of them that’re really 
funny, like My Favorite Blonde. 
Son of Paleface was pretty junky 
but I like that too—Paleface was 
enormous, it had Academy 
Award winning songs in it and 
everything. Do you remember 
any of them?” Not really. 
“That’s funny, because they 
were all so big at that time. 
Much bigger than anything I’ve 
ever done.” 

Hope notwithstanding, the 
list of other comedians towards 
whom Allen acknowledges any 
charitable feelings, proved 
shorter than one might imagine. 
Watching others, he usually 
feels ‘competitive, I can’t enjoy 
it. I can-enjoy older generation

when I see Jonathan Winters or 
Mort Sahl, I think they’re so 
wonderful I have sudden doubts 
about my own....” Allen’ also 
made a point of explaining that 
he’s hardly the only famous 
comic to have his restrained, 
private side: “I know certain 
comedians - not well, but I know 
them - who are funny and 
continue to be. funny all the 
time. They’re interested in that, 
but I know others who are not. 
When I used to work for Sid 
Caesar many years ago, this guy 
was hilarious onstage, but not at 
all otherwise. Groucho’s not 
really funny when you talk to 
him privately, when there’s not 
a camera up, not the Tonight 
Show. He’s kind of literate and 
interesting. I’ve never met 
Chaplin, but I would guess he 
wouldn’t be funny either.” 

And with that he began 
coughing, then apologized. “I 
have a sore throat now, I can’t 
believe it, something’s going 
around.’’ I admitted to a 
backache, and he nodded 
sympathetically, repeating his 
“something’s going around’ 
hypothesis and offering me an 
aspirin. The phone rang, and he 


- began coughing again. Someone 


on the wire’s other end 
apparently wanted him to fill in 
for Dick Cavett on the dais at an 
outing for the Asthma’ 
Foundation. 

Sitting down again, and 
agreeable but still surprisingly 
listless, Allen began to talk 
about Sleeper, the new film that 
is something of a departure for 
him; it’s structurally another 
genre parody (this time science 
fiction; historical drama may be 
next), but it involves a lot more 
physical comedy than anything 
he’s done before. There was still 
only one existing print of the 


open in a week and a half’s time, 
and that one print had been yo- 
yoing back and forth to 
California for last minute color 
corrections (Playboy again:

“I don’t know if it’s hard 
to do or not,”’ he said morosely

The story is 
that of another beleaguered 
Everycreep character, this one 
called Miles Monroe, who dies in 
1973 and is cryogenically frozen 
then thawed out 200 years later.

I promised her she could sing, 
but then I couldn’t figure out 
how to do it, so I threw that in 
again.” Keaton is also the first 
of Allen’s leading ladies - the 
others were Janet Margolin in 
Take The Money And Run (“the 
most beautiful girl I’ve ever 
seen, and I’ve met Sophia Loren, 
Catherine Deneuve, Ursula 

- I mean, just millions 
of alleged international 
beauties”) and Louise Lasser, 
his second ex-wife, in Bananas 


(“Louise is a definite type who’s

Q.Is it possible to get hold of records 
which have been out of print for a few 
years? I want to get the Vanguard 
Everyman: recording of Sibelius’ 5th 
Symphony (SRV-137SD). I wrote to 
Vanguard but they. simply told me it 
was not available. Can you help? - 
R.R., Cambridge. 

A.On records that are out of print, all 
you can do is search the bargain bins 
(see Phoenix 12/11/73) or advertise in 
the classifieds in the hopes that 
someone who has the record and 
doesn’t want it will get in touch with 
you. 

Q.My gas stove has a total of six pilot 
lights (including oven, four range 
burners and an auxiliary space 
heater), all burning continuously. 
Would I save any significant amount 
of money by shutting off the gas line to 

the pilot lights and relying on matches 
to light the burners when they are 
needed? Although the financial 
savings, if any, would be important to 
me at any time, my question seems 
particularly relevant in light of our 
present energy situation. Thanks. - 
T.S., Cambridge. 

A.According to the Boston Gas 
Company, there would be no 
significant savings. AND more 
importantly there would be a large 
DANGER factor. If you were to turn 
the pilot light on your stove off you 
must have the gas line to the pilot 
lights shut off - you cannot just blow 
out the flame. The savings would exist 
but would be fairly minimal. The Gas 
Company points out that the pilot 
light’s energy is not really going to 
waste. The pilot light does provide 
some heat - granted it is minimal but 
it probably at least equals the savings 
of turning the pilot light out. It doesn’t 
seem to be a worthwhile energy 
conserving policy. 

Q.Recently I had quite a heated 
argument with a friend over the 
criteria used by the CIA in selecting 


men. for its “special missions’. First, 
assuming that the CIA does actually 
involve itself in the internal affairs of 
other nations, he contended that any 
American man to be used for such a 
project could not be accepted if he had 
any fillings in his teeth. The reason for 
this kind of selectivity, according to 
my friend, is that the dental work of a 
dead man is a dead give-away of the 
country of his origin. My opposition 
was in severely questioning the 
practicality of attempting to limit a 
company of men to those without 
fillings on the grounds that in this day 
and age, mouths free of all dental work 
would be next to impossible to find.

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Guess Who’s Living Cambridge Project!

The Cambridge Housing 
Authority (CHA) apparently 
disregarded official policy when 
it allowed its chairwoman to 
move into one of the city’s best 
housing projects two weeks ago. 

Mrs. Mary Castriotta and her 
husband transferred from a 
leased housing unit under the 
Authority’s control into an 
apartment in the Jackson 
Gardens project on December 1. 

Reached by phone at her new 
apartment last week, Mrs. 
Castriotta said that she had 
recently been hospitalized and 
that her transfer was necessary 
for medical reasons. 

But in okaying that transfer, 
the Authority seems to have 
violated at least three 
procedures laid down in a 


“tenant assignment’’ policy it 
agreed to one year ago under 
heavy pressure from the federal 
government’s Dept. of Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD). 

The policy says that tenants 
must apply in writing for 
transfers and must provide 
documentation if they claim 
emergency status. It says that 
most transfers must be approved 
by a tenant transfer committee. 

George Yuse, the Authority’s 
Tenant Selector, said last week 
that Mrs. Castriotta did not 
submit a written application for 
transfer. 

“That’s not necessary,” he 
said, ‘‘once a tenant is a 
tenant.” 

“What happened,” said Yuse, 


“is that she came to me and 
said, ‘I hear you’ve got a 
vacancy in Jackson Gardens by 
virtue of an elderly person 
moving out.’”’ 

“Based on her surgery and her 
three weeks in the hospital, and 
I saw her there,” said Yuse, “I 
had no objection to it (the 
transfer).” 

“That was my decision,” he 
said, ‘‘and there’s no one forces 
me to do anything.” 

Yuse said that noise at Mrs. 
Castriotta’s old apartment 
affected her health, but said he 
didn’t know whether he had 
received a letter from a doctor to 
support that conclusion.

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FBI’s Most Wanted List: 50 Million Names _

Early in October, a Boston wants to look at them. ‘‘His mother was listed. Present regulations, the data 
bank lists arrests but not 


man wrote .a letter to Governor 
Sargent criticizing the FBI. The 
Governor liked the letter and 
quoted it in a speech. Six weeks 
later, two FBI agents knocked 
on the man’s door and asked 
about the letter. It wasn’t really 
true, was it ? he was asked. The 
man was polite, but said the 
letter was accurate. Late in 
November, an assistant FBI 
director touring Massachusetts 
made special reference to the 
letter: it was hoax, he said, and 
the man who wrote it had come 
forward and admitted it to two 
FBI agents. 

If that outline of a 
complicated story somehow 
frightens you, it probably 
should. The letter was one of 
dozens Gov. Sargent has 
received in praise of his stand 
keeping Massachusetts, alone of 
the 50 states, out of the FBI’s 
National Crime Information 
Center (NCIC), the national 
computer hook-up which, if 
completed as planned, will link, 
among other things, criminal 
records and political intelligence 
information on 50 million 
Americans with 40,000 law 
enforcement agencies - and 
perhaps with almost anyone who 


The FBI’s response to the 
letter to Sargent seems, at least 
in the view of the Governor’s 
office, to have signalled a 
sudden ‘‘NCIC counter- 
offensive’ designed by the 
Bureau to offset recent bad 
national publicity and quickly 
implement the system as 
presently regulated. The 
counteroffensive comes despite 
widespread differences between 
current NCIC regulations and 
numerous state privacy laws 
(like those of Massachusetts), 
and despite the objections of 15 
state governors and the 
American Civil Liberties Union; 
most significantly, it comes 
despite a promise, one day 
before he resigned, from former 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson to 
enact extensive new NCIC 
safeguards to protect the privacy 
of those listed who, for nothing 
more than a traffic arrest 
perhaps, may be eternally 
marked as a bad credit risk, a 
potentiallly troublesome 
employee, or a suspicious 
character.

‘constitutional safeguards on the 
booming data bank technology 
that, in the words of Sargent law 
enforcement advisor Andrew 
Klein, “does not allow people to 
escape their past.’’

necessarily innocent verdicts; 
nor is there provision that only 
police - not credit corporations 
nor employers - can see the 
information. 


According to Klein, the FBI is 
“retrenching” in the Justice 
Department, where it has 
traditionally been the major 
power. Only with the departure 
of J. Edgar Hoover, the 
discrediting of L. Patrick Grey 
and the short-lived ascension of 
Elliot Richardson had that 
changed. The obvious shift in 
the balance of power away from 
civil liberties and back to law 
enforcement since Richardson’s 
departure may claim as a 
casualty strict NCIC regulations 
which Richardson had prepared 
but never got a chance to 
implement. 

On October 19, hours before 
his resignation, Richardson 
wrote to Sargent: 

“Dear Sarge, 

“T share your concern that the

Massachusetts is one of the 
major centers where brain- 
altering operations are 
performed-after more standard 
means of treating ‘violent 
individuals” do not succeed. 
Despite mounting concern over 
the practice, psychosurgeons 
and their psychiatrist colleagues 
continue to promote it. 

Their words have grown more 
cautious, their presentations 


more mellow, but basically they _ 


are saying the same thing they 
have always said: that violence 
is the result of a specific 
malfunction in the brain and 
that identifying and destroying 
that part of the brain 
responsible will alleviate the 
problem. 

That was essentially what Dr. 
Vernon Mark, a prominent 
researcher and director of a 
psychosurgery project at Boston 
City Hospital, was arguing at a 
forum this month sponsored by 
the Boston University School of 
Law. 

In 1967, shortly after the 
Detroit ghetto rebellion, Mark 
and two of his fellow researchers, 
Dr. Frank Ervin now of UCLA, 
and Dr. William Sweet of 
Harvard Medical School, 


announced the nature of their 
interest in a Sept. 1967 letter 
appearing in the journal of the 
American Medical Assoc- 
iation>” ... if slum conditions 
alone determined and initiated 
riots, why are the vast majority 
of slum dwellers able to resist 
the temptations of unrestrained 
violence? Is there something 
peculiar about the violent slum 
dweller that differentiates him 
from his peaceful neighbors ? ... 
We need intensive research and 
clinical studies of the 
individuals committing the 
violence. The goal of such 
studies would be to pinpoint, 
diagnose and treat those people 
with lower violence thresholds.” 

In a subsequent book entitled 
Violence and the Brain, Mark 
and Ervin said,“‘That tests may 
be developed to detect at an 
early stage the person with poor 
control of dangerous impulses is 
an especially appealing 
likelihood.” 

Such psychosurgery 
advocates, however, never 
recognize the counter-argument 
that, given the conditions . of 
poverty and exploitation, 


violence may be a more normal - 


response than passivity. Nor do 
they consider, or at least 


publicly discuss, their treatment 
failures. 


Malpractice Suit 


Ironically enough, only two 
days after the BU conference, 
Dr. Vernon Mark faced for the 
first time an extensive 
malpractice suit filed by the 
guardian of a former patient. 

Remember the old phrenology 
charts, where the human brain 
is subdivided into numbered 
sections? And you know about 
the bumps-on-the-head 
principle which assigns certain 
controls to certain bumps. Well, 
there roughly is the basis for the 
theory on which psychosurgeons 
practice brain operations. 

The kind of surgery we are 
talking about here is not 
operation for removal of a brain 
tumor, where the choice is 
between a dangerous operation 
and death. Neither are we 
talking about severe epilepsy 
cases, where, under certain 
carefully controlled conditions, 
surgery may be a last resort to 


treatment. 


The operation in question is 
used to surgically control 
individuals who have periodic 
episodes of violence. Dr. ‘Mark 
claimed that sometimes drugs or 


other forms of therapy do not 
work, and that these are extreme 
cases. 

The surgical methods vary 
widely, some not much more 
sophisticated than the early pre- 
frontal lobotomies that were 
discarded as more harmful than 
helpful. In this operation, the 
surgeon cuts a section through 
the midline base of the frontal 
lobes, that area of the brain that 
controls the higher mental 
functions such as insight, 
abstract reasoning, empathy, 
self-awareness, judgment and 
sensitivity. In an alternate form, 
the frontal lobes will be 
progressively mutilated by 
implanting electrodes, 
sometimes for months at a time. 
Ultrasound and radium seeds 
have also been used. 

More recently developed 
operations attack the amygdala 
of the temporal lobe of the brain, 
the cingulum which lies below 
the frontal lobes, the thalamus, 
hyopthalamus and other 
structures, all of which are 
thought to influence emotional 
responsiveness. 


Invalids into Idiots 


One doctor at Harvard 
Medical School, who-like other 


reputable physicians at many 
schools and hospitals is flatly 
opposed to, this type of brain 
surgery, has said that operating 
on the human brain even with 
“the most delicate electrodes is 
like taking a sledge hammer to a 
piano.” 

What is produced is an 
emotionally flattened person 
with impaired memory afid a 
submissive personality, or as 
another opponent at the 
conference put it, psychosurgery 
transforms ‘‘invalids into 
idiots.” 

The guests at the BU Law 
School symposium saw two of 
the patients on film. They had 
been operated on by Dr. Orlando 
Andy of the University of 
Mississippi Medical Center. A 
middle-aged man who Dr. Andy 
had “cured” told the cameras 
that, compared with his former 
violence, he was now ready to do 
God’s work. 

“The operation put me in the 
frame of mind to accept God,” 
he said. 

The second patient, who 
appeared to be a retarded man 
in his twenties, said, in response 
to Dr. Andy’s question, “Yes, 
I’m happy now.” From his robot- 
like face, manner and speech, it 
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was impossible to guess whether 


he felt anything. Dr. Mark” 


practiced for 13 years without 
benefit of a review committee to 
oversee any of his experiments. 
Now there is a Multidisciplinary 
Review Committee at Boston 
City Hospital, which reportedly 
has kept Mark from operating 
for some time. It was developed 
and is headed by Dr. David F. 
Allen, psychiatrist and Kennedy 
Fellow in Medical Ethics at 
Harvard University. 

Dr. Allen said there is a fine 
line ‘‘between medical 
treatment and social control of 
deviants.” 

The question is whether this 
kind of “treatment” or “social 
control”’ has any place ins 
society. 

Psychiatrist and long-time 
psychosurgery foe Peter Breggin 
feels that psychosurgeons 
‘“‘represent a threat to 
traditional American values. 


The reliance on professional 
ethics and medical control over 


these issue leaves the physicaian © 


in charge...and lobotomy and 
physchosurgery is an ethical, 
political and spiritual crime. It 
should be made illegal.” 

There has been no policing of 
this kind of surgery by the 
doctors themselves in the U.S. 
In 1951, the Soviet Union 
declared all lobotomies illegal. 
The ‘United States has 
continued to experiment with 
psychsurgery through the years. 
There are now many ‘trained 


neurosurgeons, but due to the 


recent spotlight on the ethics of 
neurosurgery, they get to 
perform only five or six 
neurosurgeries a month. 

The decision about whether 
psychosurgery can ethically, 
legally, or humanely be used is 
not one for the M.D.s to decide. 
It is no more the domain of 
medicine to control than it was 


the domain of scientists. to 
decide whether or not to drop 
the atomic bomb. 

As the situation stands now, 
the best means for deciding this 
question will be through the 
courts and /or legislation. . 

There is a two-month 


moratorium gernerally right now - 


on government support of 
psychosurgery, making the 
question a crucial one to address 
at this moment. 

Who’s In Charge? 

In Future Shock, Alvin Toffler 
pointed, to the tyranny the 
medical profession is able to 
exert in certain instances, with 
no control over its actions. 
Toffler wrote: ‘“Thé horrifying 
truth is that, so far as much 
medical technology is 
concerned, no one is in charge.” 

Perhaps as many as 50,000 
lobotomies were performed on 
Americans from the late thirties 
through the fifties, with 


disastrous results. Many of the 
patients ended up as functional 
retardates: languishing on the 
back wards of mental hospitals. 
Dr. George Annas of the Center 
for Law and Health Sciences at 
the BU Law School pointed out 
during his talk that lobotomies 
as they were orice done would 
represent medical malpractice 
at this time. 

Dr. Mark, in defending 
himself against similar 
accusations from the audience, 
said that present day brain 
operations are not the same as 
they used to be. Only two days 
later, however, a two million 
dollar lawsuit was filed against 
him in Suffolk Superior Court 
charging that psychosurgery 
“permanently incapacitated” 
one of his patients, a 34-year-old 
former engineer named Leonard 
Kille. 

The suit was filed by Kille’s 
mother and legal guardian, 


Helen Geils. It alleges that as a 
“direct result of the negligent 
treatment, > Kille has been 
made ‘Of unsound and 
unbalanced mind and 


incompetent to handle his’ 


personal affairs.” 

The damages presumably are 
large partly because, as the 
complaint says, the patient has 
“incurred substaintial expenses 


for medical care and treatment. 


and has been permanently 
deprived of his earning capacity 
and ability to work.” 

The suit also charged that 
Mark’s colleague, Dr. Frank 
Ervin, who recommended the 
surgery, ‘‘carelessly and 
negligently failing to exercise his 
skill as a psychiatrist”; and both 
Mark and Ervin are accused of 
failing to protect the patient’s 
privacy and inform him “fully 
and fairly as to the true nature 
of the procedures and all the

Although DCA officials take 
pains not to criticize the CHA 
too strongly in public, they feel 
the situation there is so bad that 


they have considered the - 


unprecedented step of taking 
the Authority over. 

“The Castriotta case is like 
anything else at that place,” 
said one DCA source, ‘‘and 
that’s the point.” 

State and federal officials say 
privately that the CHA - which 
houses about ten percent of the 
Cambridge population, holds 
the same percentage of the city’s 
apartment units and ranks 
among the Commonwealth’s top 
five authorities in funding - is 
also one of the worst managed in 
the state. 

The heart of the beast, they 
say, lies in what a 1970 report 
gently termed ‘“‘the involvement 
of top management, including 
the board (of directors), in 
relatively minor day-to-day 
operating decisions such as the 
hiring of temporary janitors...” 

Translate that as old-time 
political patronage, the dishing 
out of both jobs and apartments 


by the directors on the basis of © 


political pull, and what is worse, 
the denial of both to those 
without connections. 

‘*‘That has yet to be 
conclusively established,” said 
one federal official last week. 
“They've been doing it for years 


and they’re clever in covering 


themselves.” 

' And although federal and 
state officials are still looking for 
concrete evidence of corruption 
at the CHA, what is known 
about the Authority’s 
mismanagement and illegal acts 
makes an impressive list. 


- After the rioting this fall at. 


Roosevelt Towers, one of the 
Authority’s state-funded 
projects, chairwoman Mary 
Castriotta told the press that 
she had just obtained $500,000 
from the state to modernize all 
the state projects. In fact, the 
CHA was awarded that money 
last January. At the time of the 
rioting, none had been spent; at 
present, less than twenty 
percent of it has been spent. 

- As far as federal modern- 
ization monies go, HUD gave 
the Authority $927,000 in March 
of 1972. To date only $75,000 of 
that has been spent, although an 
additional $460,000 has been 


awarded to contractors. 

- The Authority’s year-old 
“tenant assignment’ policy 
requires that the waiting list of 
all tenants trying to get into 
public housing or to switch 
apartments be posted at the 
Authority’s main office and at 
all projects. That hasn’t been 
done yet, said Tenant Selector 
George Yuse last week, because 
“T haven’t had the help to do the 


work.” 
- A month before the 


Roosevelt Towers’ rioting, DCA 
wrote a letter to the Authority 
requiring immediate repairs at 
the project and quick action to 
reduce racial tension. Even now, 
few of those steps have been 
taken. 

- The HUD regional office said 
last week that the Authority has 
“long been” in violation of the 
Civil Rights Act in terms of its 
tenant selection procedures. 
HUD said that despite 
continuous promises the 
Authority continues to put too 
many whites in projects like 
Jackson Gardens. In addition, 
the Authority puts most welfare 


_ recipients in certain projects 
and even in its leased housing ~ 


program, puts most minority 
tenants in minority areas of the 
city. The HUD office here said it 
was sending the matter to 


Jackson Gardens Housing Projectin Cambridge 


Washington for “enforcement 
proceedings against the 
Authority.” 

- In November the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination ruled 


that the Authority had engaged | 


in unlawful sex discrimination 
practices against a former 
employee. Although the CHA’s 
acting executive director was 
named in the finding as one of 
those who discriminated against 
her, he was later made 
permanent director. 

- The CHA was told to start 
reducing tenants’ rents last June 
in light of a new law requiring 
that a tenant in public housing 
pay no more than 25 percent of 
his income as rent. The CHA 
ignored the law until tenants 
protested this November, ,and 
has still to pay rebates that 
tenants are entitled to. 

- Despite a court ruling that 
the CHA’s board of directors 
must make public the minutes 
of its executive sessions, the 
board has refused to do so. 

But with all of these charges 
stacked up against it and with 


both HUD and the DCA now 
applying the heat, the chances 
are good that the Authority will 
continue with its present merry 
course virtually unchanged. 
According to a confidential 
DCA memo, that agency had 
hoped that a hearing on the 
CHA conducted last week by a 
Cambridge city council 
committee would result in a 


“bill of particulars” against the 


Authority. 

The hearing was a disaster: 
tenants bickered among 
themselves, dwelt at length on 
minor points, and generally 
demonstrated their complete 
disorganization. 

The lack of a strong tenant 
voice may be the killer. Without 
it, DCA and HUD are left to 
operate in a near-vacuum in 
which political considerations 
may play too big a role. 


If the DCA were to make a 
major move against the 
Authority, it would have to be 
okayed by Tom Atkins, Gov. 
Sargent’s Secretary for 
Communities and Develop- 


ment. Atkins is a highly political 
animal who is motivated by 
good publicity; after making 
some headlines at the time of 
the Roosevelt Towers’ rioting, he 
has withdrawn considerably 
from the Cambridge situation. 

DCA officials fear that a 
takeover of the Authority would 
be viewed as ‘‘fascist’”’ since it 
would strip away local control of 
the projects. But at present they 
can’t think of what else to do. 

HUD had an observer at last 
week’s city council hearing to 
gauge the political winds. HUD 
may soon announce a 
“management review” of the 
Authority, said one source, but ~ 
probably wouldn’t go much 
beyond that in light of Nixon’s 
de-emphasis of old federal 
housing policies. 

One benefit of a “review” 
would be the placement of an 
observer at the CHA offices to 
watch over the Authority’s 
tenant selection procedures. But 
in that case, said one pessimistic 
official, “‘they’d probably go 
wag their deals at the corner

counterintelligence actions is 
warranted... (such action) will 
be considered on an individual 
basis.” 

The single most striking thing 
that comes to mind reviewing 
these Cointel programs is the 
almost universal success that 
they enjoyed. The New Left, the 
Communist Party, White Hate 
groups like the KKK and “Black 
extremists”’ like the Black 
Panthers have all been wracked 
with bloody factioning, schisms 
and leadership splits. It is a 
cliche today that the New Left 
factionalized itself to death; 
perhaps now more thought 
ought to be given to the hand of 
the Bureau in all that. 

The Bureau’s inflitration and 
the resulting organizational 
corruption of the Communist 
Party is a story that millions 
learned from “I Led 3 Lives” on 
50s television. 

The story of the Bureau’s 
infiltration of the KKK is set 
forth in the: 1970 book by the 
Bureau’s historian, Don 
Whitehead: “Attack on Terror, 
the FBI Against the KKK in 
Mississippi.’’ Objective 
analysis of Whitehead’s story 
shows that, even if Bureau 
policy on Cointel is negative, 
with infiltrators in place seeking 
information on criminal 
activities they invariably engage 
in “inspired action” for Cointel 
purposes. Spreading rumors, 
gossip and factional hatred, 
Whitehead says FBI infiltrators 
soon reduced Klan meetings to 
‘“‘bickering, distrust and 
wrangling over money.” 

Many young leftist veterans 
would find the image familiar. 


the Black Power groups, 
leadership squabbles, petty 
bickering, bloody in-fighting 
(literally, with assassinations 
and gunplay between rival 
organizers and _ ideologues) 
reduced and finally destroyed 
every militant Black group, with 
the exception of the Black 
Muslims. 

On the white left, strangely, it 
is the Socialist Workers Party, 
an “old left” group, that seems 
to have best withstood 
the determined efforts of Bureau 
agents to fragment and 
demoralize - this despite the fact 
that the Bureau considered 
them a key target and had 
actually gone so far as to focus 
Cointel program directly against 
the group. (SWP now has a 
pending lawsuit in New York for 
an injunction against 
harrassment, infiltration and 
intimidation of their members.) 

We have gone long past the 
point where any aware citizen 
could doubt that activists in 
dissident and minority political 
groups’ are subjected to 
surveillance, mailcover, 
wiretapping and infiltration. 
And when the President 
personally approves a policy of 
burglary - as Nixon admitted 
when he said he approved the 
Huston plan - little should 
surprise. 

But still, it is difficult to 
acknowledge the scale involved. 
Next to wiretapping, infiltrators 
and informers have drawn the 
most public attention. Yet for 
all the dozens of celebrated 
informers which the government 
has brought forward - from 
Douglas, to Lemmer, a state 
coordinator for the Vietnam 
Veteran Against the War, to 
Tom Mosher, a white who 
became so important to the 
Panthers that in 1971 they

Weatherman representatives 
without him present - there is 
still reason to believe that the 
surface is barely scratched. 

Almost all the informers who 
have been revealed are almost 
palpably crazy - schizoid 
paranoids; and there has been 
much talk that this is the 
standard species for the role. 
Unlikely. Long-standing Bureau 
policy has been to reveal only 
expendable infiltrators unless 
absolutely necessary to do 
otherwise. And no one familiar 
with the Media files - which 
document a plan to get an 
informer on every block of the 
Philadelphia ghetto can doubt 
that they have numbers to chose 
from. 

We have some glimpses of the 
divisive tactics used by the 
Cointel programs on the record. 
The use of informers to split the 
groups, as in the Panthers, is 
obvious. More sophisticated 
tactics were also used. Robert 
Wall, a former FBI agent who 
resigned after five years service 
in 1970, has reported how he was 
assigned to Cointelpro-New Left 
in Washington, D.C. One of the 
divisive ploys he recounted 
involved a letter written to the 
leaders of the National 
Mobilization Committee in D.C. 
threatening that the Blacks in 
Washington would not support 
an upcoming rally unless a 
“security bond’ of $20,000 was 
given to a black organization. 
The Bureau forged the signature 
of the leader of the black 
organization, and at the same 
time had its informers in the 
black organization suggest the 
idea of the security bond to the 
leaders of the black group 
informaily. “Later,” said Wall, 
“through informants in the 
NMC, we learned that the letter 


had caused a great deal of 


effect on the planning for the 
march.” 

Wall also revealed that the 
Cointelpro relied heavily on 
leaking “confidential” FBI files 
and “sometimes just fanciful 
lies’’ to sympathetic media 
contacts. Hoover’s memo setting 
up the New Left Cointel stresses 
covert use of the media as a 
Bureau policy to be

Frank Donner, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
project on political surveillance 
said that he has learned from 
Bureau sources that FBI 
technicians developed a 


_ machine capable of perfectly 


reproducing a signature and 
used it tactically to sow distrust 
and dissension among 
Communist Party members. 
The Bureau planted “signed 
documents”’ in the car of a 
N.Y. Communist functionary 
by the name of William 
Anderson and arranged to have 
them discovered and Anderson 
denounced as an FBI spy: The 
CP went so far as to turn the 
papers over to an ‘‘expert 


signature Anderson’s. Anderson 
was discredited and bounced 
from the Party. (A civil 
libertarian note:. Membership 
and activity in the CP is 
constitutionally protected.) 


Another Cointel project that 
was revealed in the Media 
papers was a program to mail 
articles critical of the New Left 
to unfathomly “‘liberal’’ college 
administrators anonymously. 
One of the Media documents is a 
note assigning colleges to agents 
for the selective distribution of a 
article from Barron’s on the 
barbarian hordes at Columbia. 


The FBI fought a nine-month 
court battle attempting to 
withhold these documents, but 
the D.C. federal court found 
that the Bureau’s claim that 
they were “investigative law 
enforcement files’”’ specious and 
ordered them revealed as agency 
“policy and programs” under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 
This was the first time the 
courts have compelled the 
Justice Department to make a 
Freedom of Information 
revelation and will set a 
precedent that will be very 
useful for those who dislike 
hidden government policy. 

Although the court ruled in 
September, the FBI delayed 
release until a week ago 
Thursday - in the last week of 
the Congressional session and on 
the same day that Gerald Ford 
was sworn in as vice president. 
The Bureau apparently hoped to 
avoid Congressional inquiry and 
to have the news lost in the flood 
of copy about the Ford oath. 

On both counts, for the time 
being, the Bureau can be 
credited with meticulous 
planning and successful

equally important interest of 
protecting individual privacy. 
As you well know, this is a vital 
and complex task. I am 
disappointed that we have been 
unable to formulate and publish 
proposed regulations dealing 
with the security of criminal 
information systems before this, 
but I am confident that we will 
be ready to publish proposed 
regulations by the end of this 
month. 

y the end of the month not 
only had those regulations not 
been published, but doubt been 
cast upon their ever being 
published. And, by November 
26, Clarence Kelley would tell 
the Washington Post that he did 
not feel the FBI’s “intelligence- 
gathering” functions should be 
separated from its regular 
enforcement work because, he 
said, “informants in a criminal 
field~can and do turn up 
information valuable in a 
security investigation.” 

The departure of Richardson 
was especially untimely for, 
following his promise on the 
NCIC, Gov.

The FBI’s sudden reversal, in 
the absence of other leadership, 
of the Justice Department stand 
on NCIC is but one of several 
disturbing items on this 
Orwellian front: 

1) The U:S. Defense 
Department, through its 
security arm of the Defense 
Investigative Service (DIS), has 
again approached ~

through the U.S. Attorney’s 
office, to sue Massachusetts for 
the right to look at those records 
as determinants in hiring for 
Defense Department contractors 
here.

2) Massachusettes law Ch. 
805, 1971, the privacy safeguard 
that set the stage for the 
Sarge/NCIC battle, may face a 
concerted move for its repeal in 
the next legislative session. 
Those behind the push, it is 
said, will be department stores 
and credit corporations, who 
have suddenly found their credit 
checking stopped, and private 
investigators, who like to obtain 
such records from police and are 
now prohibited from doing so. - 

The private investigator 
situation is especially 
complicated because of an 
ongoing Suffolk County grand 
jury which may return 
indictments against private 
investigators for illegally 
obtaining crime files. 
Indictments may also be 
returned against police for 
selling the information. 

3) Congress refused, in the 
first major NCIC test, to start on 
the road toward bringing due 
process of law to the computer 
banks. That happened last 
month when the Senate passed 
the 1974 Justice Department 
appropriations and included in 
them the so-called Bible Rider, 
named for Sen. Alan Bible (D- 
Nevada). The Bible Rider, 
originally included in the 1973 
Justice funding, has had the 
effect of overruling a landmark 
federal court decision (Menard 
vs. Mitchell, June, 1971), in 
which Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
ruled NCIC: was. “out of 
“effective cofitrdt. 
_ prohibited the... circulation of 
arrest records outside the’federal 
government for employment or 
licencing checks. 

Six months after the Gesell 
decision, the Bible Rider gave 
the FBI authority to exchange 
criminal record information 
with federally chartered or 
insured banks, and authorized 
state and local public agencies 
to check the records for 
employment or licencing 
purposes.

groups,’’ ‘‘the devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of 
whose activists...can paralyze 
institutions of learning, 
induction centers, cripple 
traffic, and tie the arms of law 
enforcement officials all to the 
detriment of our society...Law 
and order is (sic) mandatory for 
any civilization to survive.” 

This language from that office 
puts us at the heart of the 
predicament of contemporary 
American democracy. Numbed 
and innured as Watergate has 
left many of us, we may now be 
disposed to shrug this new one 
off. ‘““‘What else is new?” This 


would be a bad mistake. The 


burden of this disclosure is that 
we did not think this, that we 
never went far enough with our 
intuitive suspicions. We would 
sit alone in 1965 andd ‘66 and 
talk of the assassination of 
Kennedy and wonder if there 
were not sigms that a kind of 
military coup had takes place at 
Dallas, but we never made this 
an explicit political Gaim or 
defined Kennedy's murder as 
the Watergate of the Vietnam 
war or maintained the absolute 
political corruption of the police. 

And certainly we never 
expected we would see the inner 
and central secret instructions 
authored and signed by the 
master himself, the obtuse and 
infuriated Hoover. That is, I too 
can say, ‘I thought so.” But that 
doesn’t mean I ever thought I 


would be able to prove it to my 
fellow countrypeople, or make 
them care. I still wonder how 
much they will care, but now at 
least a few more of the more 
open and clear minded ones will 
see better what has been 
happening. 

Independent of the reactions 
of whatever public fragments 
react, the Hoover memos appear 
to embody a straightahead 
opportunity, at last, for solid 
legal confrontation between the 
forces of democracy and the 
forces of the Johnson-Nixon 
police state. Specifically, there 
are the following movements: 

— Stern ( and this newspaper) 
are continuing to press for the 
release of additional documents 
on these and other related 
“counterintelligence projects.” 

— Senators Hart, Nelson, and 


Jackson have indicated some 


interest in a congressional ' 


investigation, for which the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee 
on Constitutional Rights, an 
Ervin operation, might be the 
forum. 

— The Detroit 15 
(Weatherpeople against whom 
the government dropped charges 
several months ago when 
instructed by Federal Judge 
Damon Keith to provide exactly 
this kind of information on FBI 
activities against the left) are 
planning to join the fight for 
additional disclosures with an 
eye to litigation, as is a group of 
Philadelphia activists in 
association with the ACLU. And 
the SWP/YSA working with 
famed civil liberties attorney 
Leonard Boudin already has a 
suit underway against “Nixon 


and others’’ for illegal 
harrassment to which the 
Hoover memos apply with 
special force because one of the 
seven projects mentioned in the 
1971 memo named SWP as 
particular counterintelligence 
targets.” 

I gather from talking with 
Stern (a very good lawyer) and 
Herb Jordan of Boudin’s office 
that an Augean stable of legal 
difficulties will first have to be 
cleared away before a 
confrontation can be joined in 
the courtroom. We know already 
from the Detroit experience that 
the government has something it 
badly wants to hide and will goa 
long way to avoid exposure. But 
if there has ever been a time 
when we had the goods on our 
fascist-minded fellow citizens of

risks involved and to provide an 
accurate statement of the 
probability that the procedure 
would cure or completely 
alleviate his diagnosed 
affliction.” 

Kille, at one time an engineer 
employed by Boston area 
electronic firms, was first 
operated on in October, 1966, 
when electrodes were planted in 
his brain. Electrical stimulation 
over several months eventually 
destroyed both the right and left 
sides of his amygdala. 

Asked about this particular 
patient at the forum, Mark 
denied that he was living out his 
life in a mental institution and 
said he would reply in full in a 
letter to a medical journal. 


In his talk, Dr. George Annas, 
director of the B.U. Center for 
Law and Health Sciences, 
voiced concern for the private 
practice of psychosurgery. When 
a physician is treating patients 
in a private capacity, no 
committee has to approve his 
surgical protocol, or his patient 
consent procedures, Dr. Annas 
pointed out. For example, he 
said, Dr. Thomas Ballantine of 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
performs over twenty surgeries 
(called cingulotomies) a year for 
“depression, anxiety states, 
obsessional neurosis and 
intractable pain,” with no 
supervision except the cursory 


review of a psychiatrist and 
neurologist. 

(Ballantine is a highly 
respected member of the 
medical community, as past 
president of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society and current 


director of the medical review 


committee for Medicaid.) 


Some of the research that has 
been done with mental patients 
has been funded by the National 
Institute of Health, the National 
Institute of Mental Health and 
the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration of 
the Justice Department. Mark 
and Ervin, for instance, had a 
$108,000 grant from LEAA 
which expired in March of this 
year. The HEW affiliate 
agencies had policies to protect 
the rights of patients used in 
experimentation, but for NIH, 
this provided for review by only 


other doctors rather than by . 


attorneys. Presently the 
government is no longer funding 
psychosurgery research. 

But Dr. Annas emphasized 
that cutting funds from clinical 
(experimental) psychosurgery 
under government grants does ~ 


_ not - in fact - reduce to any real 


extent the number of 
psychosurgical operations. As 
the situation exists today 
“almost all psychosurgeons in — 
the U.S. operate on patients 
outside the framework of an 
experimental design. Thus their 
work needs neither to be 
reviewed by a Human Reasearch 
Committee, nor are they able to 
report any but anecdotal 
results.” he said.

retirement The Keogh Act (HR-10), 

plan passed by Congress in 1962, 
gives self-employed individuals in unincorpo- 
rated businesses or partnerships a limited 
version of a privilege long available to corpo- 
rations: To invest tax-free dollars for employee 
pensions, and to defer any tax upon the 
income earned. 

A Keogh Plan allows you to put up to 10% 
of your income each year (not to exceed $2,500) 
in such investments as life insurance, mutual 
funds, retirement bonds, or savings accounts. 
The choice of investment is up to you as long _ 
as it falls within guidelines established by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

The money you contribute to your plan, and 
the income that accumulates, is exempt from 
Federal and Massachusetts income tax until it 
is paid out as benefits. 

Except in case of physical disability or 
death, no money may be withdrawn from 
your plan until youretire. You.can start 
collecting benefits (either in a lump sum or in 
installments) no sooner than age 592 and no 
later than age 70%. The benefits you collect in 
each retirement year will be taxed as part of 
your income for that year, when you’! prob- 
ably be ina lower tax bracket than you were 
before retirement. You'll also qualify for an . 
additional exemption when you reach age 65. 

Ifyou have any employees, they usually 
must be included in your plan. You must con- 


_ tribute at least the same percentage of each 


employee’s'salary to the plan as you do your 
own. These contributions are tax-deductible 
for you as an employer, and very beneficial for 
your employees, who may collect the money 
contributed for them upon retirement or in 
case of physical disability or termination of 
employment for any reason. 

A Keogh Plan normally operates on a calen- 
dar year. If you invest in one before December 
31, you qualify for tax deductions on this 
year’s tax return. That’s a good reason to talk 
to your bank, broker, or insurance agency 
about setting up a Keogh Plan soon.

‘‘Who cares if men are 
threatened by my position? Let 
them go home and shake.” It’s 
that outlook that has made 
Bernice Buresh Newsweek's 
only woman bureau chief at the 
age of 32. She’s stationed here in 
Boston, as is Sandra Burton, 32, 
the only woman bureau chief for 
Time magazine. 

Unlike Buresh, who has 
toughed her way up through 
newspapers, and who says of 
herself, “I'd be fairly wealthy if I 
had a dollar for every time I’ve 
been called a bitch,’ Burton 
says she’s often mistaken for a 
secretary. 

“‘Whenever someone comes in 
the office and sees me rifling 
through a file they question me 
as though I were a secretary,” 
Sandra Burton says. “I think 
they assume that man sitting at 
desk equals busy with important 
matters. Woman sitting at desk 
means come in and shoot the 
bull for an hour.” 

Clucking away the hours, 
shooting the bull is not Sandra 
Burton’s style. That’s not to say 
she can’t be disarming. While 
being interviewed she 
repeatedly mentioned how odd 
it felt to have the tables turned 
on herself, to be the one at the 
answers end of the interview. As 
if to refute her alleged 
discomfort, she would 
purposefully take over the 
questioning, and ask how things 
were going at the Phoenix. The 
style of a gossipy secretary 
coupled with skills of a veteran 
reporter produce an offhand, 
casual manner that works well 
for Burton. Still, there’s not 
much she can do about the 
mentality she describes: 

“Someone called up a while

back and asked for the bureau 
chief. ‘She’s busy now,’ the 
receptionist told him. There was 
a long pause, then he asked 
“Whaddaya mean, she?’ He was 
told, ‘Our bureau chief is a 
woman.’ Silence from the other 
end of the line, and then he said, 
‘Well, is there a man there I can 
talk to?’” 

Sandy Burton wanted to be a 
reporter for Time magazine. She 
couldn’t get past personnel 
without shorthand and typing 
skills, so she went and learned 
shorthand and typing, and 
eventually ended up as editor 
Henry Grunwald’s secretary. 
She was a great secretary, a very 
conscientious and able 
secretary. Then they made her a 
researcher, then a reporter. Now 


she’s Boston bureau chief for 
Time. 

Bernice Buresh wanted fo be a 
reporter for Newsweek 
magazine. At the age of seven 
she’d been introduced to the Big 
Picture by a teacher who told 
her she could always support 
herself if she learned to write. At 
that time she had rheumatic 
fever, and knew there was a 
possibility that she’d be an 
invalid all her life. She wasn’t an 
invalid, but the idea made her 
think rather early on about what 
she was going to do when she 
grew up. After college she went 
to work for the Milwaukee 
Sentinel, covering hard news. As 
a reporter on the police beat she 
learned that she could talk to 
cops only by mimicking men, 


and talking their language. It 
was quite a game, playing the 
cigar-biting reporter, and it was 
‘an enjoyable one, especially 
because she was getting ahead. 
She covered civil rights all over 
the country, then went to work 
for Newsweek in Chicago, and 
quickly became a kind of deputy 
bureau chief. Now she’s Boston 
- bureau chief for Newsweek. 
Boston was an unpleasant 
surprise for both chiefs. 


The Boston Press 


‘“‘There is absolutely no 
competitive sense of 
newspapering here,” said master 
competitor and former hard 
news press person Buresh. 
‘“‘There is a mystique of 
Boston... this pseudo-

intellectual attitude about the 
news... the whole Athens of 
America bit. Ha! The Globe 
comes in on stories two days 
after the event when they could 
have gotten it in the next 
morning’s paper. They’ll 
sometimes come at a story doing 
a great thumb-sucker— which is 
another word for the think piece 
— and miss the whole story. God, 
they’re so busy writing columns 
instead of writing news. It’s just 
- not a news town. 

“Reporters in Boston feel no 
sense of urgency. They go to a 
mayor’s press conference and 
never lay a glove on him. I 
talked to the Mayor after his 
press conference where he 
backed off from school 
integration, and he told me he 
had been prepared to answer 
much tougher questions, but 
nobody asked him any. 

‘“‘And I remember at a 
Kennedy Center press 
conference,.. I was hitting at 
some hard questions and the 
other reporters there were 
staring at me, as if to say ‘Hey! 
You’re making waves!’ I was the - 
only reporter asking for, 
demanding evidence for some of 
the junk they were handing us 
there. 

“In Chicago they would have 
taken the Kennedy Center and 
the Pei people apart. They 
would. But Boston? There’s a 
gentlemanly way of doing things 
in Boston. I see it at press 
conferences. I see it in the. 
quality of the dailies here. There 
is just no toughness to the 
papers here, and, heaven knows, 
you have to have that today.” 

After having done time in the 
magazine’s Los Angeles bureau, 
Sandra Burton thought Boston 
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would be a “proper city... you 
know, where they’re soit- spoken 
and well, polite. 

“The stereotypes of Boston, 
the Brahmins, for example, are 
of this very proper city. But the 
public relations people in this 
city are incredible. I’ve been hit 
by more flack, more vulgar PR 
people than I ever was in 
Hollywood. I really can’t believe 
it. They’ll do anything to get a 
lousy idea in front of you.” 

Burton and Buresh are both 
attractive and personable. In 
this vein, one is almost tempted 
to say they’re different because 
one is a blonde and the other is a 
brunette. It’s a macho business. 


On Getting There 


They’re both higher-ups in 
magazines that have reputations 
for keeping women in secretarial 
positions. Both have some taint 
of being pushed ahead in their 
magazine just at the time when 
the word was getting around 
that women might sue for equal 
treatment. Buresh was hired, as 
a matter of fact, less than two 
months before the trouble hit in 
New York City. 

“I didn’t really know what 
was going on back in New 
York.” Buresh said, “I knew 
that when I was hired there was 
an emphasis on getting women 
placed before the suit was filed, 
but it had never occurred to me 
that I wouldn’t be treated as a 
reporter, not a sort of pawn.... 

“I was hired less than two 
months before the suit 
happened. But I was completely 
oblivious to what was being 
pulled, if that’s what it was. Oh. 
When I think about it now...how 
stupid I was.

“I might have known, though. 
In fact, one of the bureau chiefs 
told a friend of mine (who told 
me) ‘It’s a miracle Bernice was 
hired. Even a few months before 
she wouldn’t have gotten a foot 
in the door.” 

Sandy Burton stuck her foot 
in the door at Time and look 
where it got her. She first 
applied at Time after working 
for her hometown weekly, in 
Flemington, New Jersey. 

“It’s the perfect story. Perfect. 


I went in to apply for a job as a 
reporter, and I took all my 
clippings. They didn’t even give 
them a glance. Never looked at 
the clippings. Know what they 
said?’ Nobody was nasty. 
Nobody ever said the, ‘Well, you 


_ can never hope. to become a 


reporter.’ But they certainly 
weren’t interested in talking 
about it,” Burton lamented. 

* 1 could have been I think, the 
world’s best reporter and nobody 
would have cared. They 


wouldn’t look at the clippings. I 
accepted it. It made me mad but 
I figured...OK, I’ll learn 
shorthand. And I’ll get a job 
eventually. 

“A lot has changed since then. 
Now women aren’t willing to be 
discriminated against from the 
start. And I think that’s good. 
But, for me the idea was, well, 
you fight it when you get inside. 
So I started as a paper clipper, 
then became secretary for one of 
the editors.”” The inside route 


that worked for Burton is an 
undependable one, according to 
her Newsweek counterpart. 

Buresh was not talking about 
Burton when she said, “It never 
made sense to me. I could never 
figure out why someone with a 
Radcliffe degree would go to 
New York and clip newspapers 
for 65 dollars a week. All the 
women I knew in school has 
more brains than that. 

“I tended not to take people 
who applied for researchers jobs 
very seriously, because I thought 
that if they were really serious 
they’d be out at the Podunk 
News learning their trade 
instead of doing this and then 
bellyaching about not being 
reporters. There are people, 
who, given the opportunity, 
have worked themselves out of 
those positions. But it’s a bad 
idea to take that route.” 


The Quinn Method 


Buresh takes even less 
seriously the antics of Sally 
Quinn, a reporter who flirted 
her way into a job with the 
Washington Post (“What have 
you written up to this time?” 
Qionn was asked by editor Ben 
Bradlee in her job interview. 
“T’ve never written a word,” she 
told him. ‘‘Well, nobody’s 
perfect!” came the reply, and 
Quinn got the job. More 
recently, she got Bradlee; 
they’re engaged.) 

“She makes me sick,” Buresh 
said of Quinn. Buresh doesn’t 
mince words. Pursing her lips, 
wrinkling her nose, and spitting 
out the sentences, she 
continued, ‘“‘When she made 
that statement about whether

she’d remove a senator’s hand 
from her knee if she was getting 
a good interview.... that’s utter 
nonsense. 


“That hand isn’t there unless 
you invite it. And if that’s the 
way you do business... yeuch. I 
just don’t think it’s a very 
serious way to operate. The kind 
of work she’s done indicates to 
me she’s not very serious.” 


Burton takes Sally Quinn 
seriously because, it seems, 
there is something to be learned 
from the technique. 


“She was really kind of a hot 
ticket. She was good in print. I 
was angered by her approach of 
really flirting with people and 
using that to get stories. She’s a 
good-looking woman, so maybe 
it works for her. It does, 
actually, work very well, when I 


advantages. A lot of men will sit 
and talk to a woman. They feel 
she’s interested in them. They’! 
show off and tell stories... they 
feel women offer a more 
sympathetic ear. 

“That Oriana Fallachi 
interview with Kissinger is a 
perfect example. ... Where he 
told her he sees himself as a 
cowboy scout sent ahead to 
search out and prevent danger, 
and the next morning said he 
couldn’t understand why he’d 
told her that... 

“Obviously Kissinger had 
been interviewed all his life by 
men because he’s such a heavy 
thinker. They wouldn’t send a 
woman, they’d send someone 
who’s been covering 
international affairs. 

“But if you want to find out 
what kind of guy he is— 
naturally, send a woman.” 

Buresh offered a similar view. 
‘Being pleasant, being feminine 
certainly isn’t necessarily 
simpering,” she said. ‘‘But being 
sweet and sympathetic is 
something all reporters can do. 


most productive way for you, 
then you'd better face it and feel 
comfortable with it.” 

There’s been a change in the 
climate for Buresh since the old 
days on the Milwaukee 
Sentinel when, ‘‘ If you 
wanted to be taken seriously 
you’d mimic men.” There was a 
degenerate sort of romanticism 
in that role, playing a part Tom 
Wolfe described: 

‘... Chicago, 1928, that was 
the general idea.... Drunken 
reporters out on the ledge of the 
News peeing into the Chicago 
River.... Nights down at the 
saloon listening to “Back of the 
Yards” being sung by a baritone 
who was only a lonely blind 
bulldyke with lumps of 
milkglass for eyes.... Nights 
down at the detective bureau - it 
was always nighttime in my 
daydreams of newspaper life. 
Reporters didn’t work during the 
day.” 

Buresh loves talking about 
those days. “I went through all 
of that stuff. And it was great 
fun. The night shift on a 


the time she spend with the 
other guys from the paper in 
bars after work. She had to 
sacrifice. She knew that. She 
had to play a role for a while ... 
until she had time to prove 
herself. At that time- the early 
Sixties, and that place, she 
knew she hadn’t the choice of 
being selective about roles, or 
good God, she’d end up covering 
the annual society balls.

“This picture - this is my 
guess - will have a greater 
significance to people, in terms 
of me being a funnier comedian, 
than me being a funnier writer. 
It’s more of a comedian’s 
picture, because the script alone 
isn’t very funny. It reads: “They 
wake him up in the hospital and 
he has trouble walking,’ and 
that’s it. But I stayed in the 
hospital with a week with the 
cameras on that, having them 
wrap me in tin foil and...” 

Tin foil? “Mm-hmm, we had 
to send away to the Cyrogenics 
people for photographs of what 
they bury people in.” This 
picture is accurate? ‘‘No it isn’t, 
because the capsules they bury 
people in were not the kind of 
thing you’d want to use. The one 
we built was better.”’ Does 
Sleeper in any way represent 
Allen’s personal vision, sci-fi or 
otherwise, of the future? ‘‘No. It 
was just the first thing that 
came to mind.” 

Well, it’s certainly funny, 
script or no script; the question 
is how anyone who’s watched it 
all as much as Allen has decides 
which take ‘to use, which scene 
to drop, exactly where the laugh 
is. “I don’t know,” he observed, 
“it stops being funny for me very 
quickly and you just keep going 
along. There’s no way of beating 
that. Sometimes I listen to other 
opinions, once in a while - I 
mean, if it’s borderline and 
everybody else says it’s really 
hilarious, then I may say well, 
I’m probably wrong. But 
generally we all think the same 
thing. Still, you’re always 


guessing. There’s no way you 
can know for sure.”” 


The Comic Instinet 


Allen’s comic instincts, sound 
as they are, posed certain 
problems in the making of his 
two previous films before 
Sleeper, Play It Again, Sam and 
Everything You Always Wanted 
To Know About Sex. In the 
former case, he decided to hand 
the direction over to Herbert 
Ross, because he “knew there 
was no contribution I could 
make to it. I was looking for 
someone who could do a 
conventional story, play it 
straight, not clutter it up with a 
lot of junk. I would have screwed 
it up.”” And with what he calls 
“the Sex picture’ his instincts 
may have been good again, but 
he had some trouble getting 
through to his actors. 

“Gene Wilder was a pleasure 
to work with, I must say. But I 
don’t like directing because I’m 
shy, that’s why I have a 
tendency to work with the same 
people all the time. For 
instance, I couldn’t do a picture 
with George C. Scott.

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A Father’s Battle for Kent State Probe 


By Ted Josephs 


Arthur Krause has his grand 
jury. What he really wanted was 
to have his daughter Allison 
back, but she bled to death in an 
ambulance speeding from the 
Kent State campus to the 
hospital. So Art Krause has had 
to settle for a federal grand jury. 
And he desperately hopes it will 
answer enough of the questions 
about WHY she died so that he 
can feel that her spirit is 
satisfied. 

The Justice Dept. probably 
would not have announced last 
week that the Kent case was 
going before a Cleveland grand 
jury if it had not been for Art 
Krause. And for Peter Davies, a 
small, shy English insurance 
broker, about whom more later. 

Tall, restless, intense, and 
emotional, Art Krause started 
the battle to vindicate his 
daughter’s name the day she 
died. He was the first to file a 
civil rights suit against Ohio 
officials and was deeply hurt by 
accusations that he only wanted 
the money. He immediately 
hired a lawyer and began 
seeking witnesses and 
photographs of the event. 

While the other parents held 
back in fear or anguish, he was 
the one who went on television 
immediately to blast the 
government, who let himself be 
filmed for a documentary on the 


Kent deaths and broke down on . 


camera weeping at her grave. 
From all the photos and news 
reports they had been a lot alike, 
she also tall and restless, bright 
and active, and prone to fighting 
with her father because of their 
similarities. Krause was to say 
often over the years that he felt 
she was watching from 
somewhere “up there,” waiting 
for the truth about Kent to be 
wrenched out from under the 
official cover-up. The way he 


said it, it didn’t sound hokey.,. 


You knew something had to be 
driving him to keep him battling 
for that elusive grand jury.

I knew about Art Krause’s 
struggle because he used to 
telephone me. Regularly, at 
about two month intervals when 
things were slow; more often 
when there was some news. Just 
as he used to phone Senators, 
Congressmen, their aides, 
churchmen, or any other 
reporters he felt had the least 
interest in the case. He could be 
plaintive, full of slightly 
innaccurate information, or 
even annoying. “I just want to 
‘noodge’ you,” he would say 
frankly. Nothing embarrased 
him. When he heard a proposal 
of mine to write about his 
struggle had been turned down 
by the New York Times 
Magazine he told me 
thoughtfully, ““Who’s the editor 
of that thing? Frankel, huh? I’m 
going to call him right up. I got 
him real mad a year ago and got 
something out of him. Maybe 
it’s time to try again.” Friends 
has asked him, he told me, ‘How 
can you grovel before people, 
even if it’s for Allison?’ “I told 
them,’ *-he said, ‘‘That 
sometimes you have to rub your

nose in shit to get something. 
And my nose is getting pretty 
brown.” 

It seems-— in fact it is— years 
since I got my first phone call 
from Art. At that time, in the 
summer of 1971, he was waiting 
for the Justice Dept. to make its 
long delayed decision on 
whether it would call a grand 
jury to investigate Kent. 


Questions Remained 


Although the Scranton 
Commission, appointed to 
investigate the shootings, had 
found the Guard attack 
“unnecessary, unwarranted, and 
inexcusable,” a state grand jury 
exonerated the Guardsmen. But 
the questions remained. A 
Justice Dept. summary of the 
FBI’s report on Kent stated that 
there was reason to believe the 
Guardsmen had fabricated their 
story of being endangered 
subsequent to the shootings. 
The summary was never shown 
to the state grand jury. Nor were 
key guardsmen ever called to 
Krause was 
convinced the truth could only

be discovered by a federal grand 
jury with the power of subpoena. 
So during that painful first year 
he kept calling Washington, 
taking calls from John 
Erlichman (who several times 
assured him there would be no 
whitewash), and hoping. 

In the beginning he had few 
supporters. Knight newspapers, 
whose Akron Beacon Journal 
won a Pulitzer for its Kent 
coverage, did a yeoman job of 
digging, but their findings were 
ignored in Washington. Several 
Knight reporters kept in close 
contact with Art throughout. 

But his strongest support 
came from an unlikely source, a 
London born insurance broker 
from Staten Island named Peter 
Davies. Davies immigrated to 
the U.S. in 1958 because he felt 
England had become too 
“socialistic.”’ A naturalized 
American citizen he was not a 
political man in the American 
sense, but he had a high sense of 
British outrage for violation of 
individual rights. When he read 
of the Kent shootings he wrote 
an indignant protest letter to the 
President and sent a copy to 
Krause. “I couldn’t believe the 
way the government handled 
it,” he told me much later. If 
the British government had 
killed four at Oxford the British 
people wouldn’t have bought it. 
“They haven’t got the military 
up on a pedestal.” 

Davies, a shy, naturally quiet 
man, had only been involved in 
a public issue once before. He 
had waged a publicity campaign 
on behalf of a New York City 
secretary who was arrested for 
defending herself with a teargas 
pen against a mugger. That time 
the effort had lasted one month. 
This time he would be involved 
for the next three years, 
spending nearly ten thousand of 
his own money, 
straining his business, affecting 
his wife and three children, 
flying around the country 


severely’ 


despite his fear of planes, and 
speaking on scores of talk shows 
despite his shyness. And, for the 
first time in his life, he would 
write a book, a book which was 
favorably reviewed on the front 
page of the New York Times 


Book Review. 
For Davies and Krause the 


first phase of the struggle began 
to turn sour when the White 
House began leaking hints in 
March, 1971, that there would 
be no grand jury. “Art and I 
were talking (they would talk at 
least once, sometimes three 
times, a day over the years) and 
we felt we’d had it,” Davies 
recalls. ‘‘I said maybe the 
church would help and Art said 
‘There is no God.’ At that 
moment the phone rang and 
Laurie (Mr. Krause’s only other 
child) said ‘The Rev. John 
Adams is on the phone.’ ” 

Rev. Adams, the Director of 

the Dept. of Law, Justice and 
Community Relations of the 
Board of the United Methodist 
Church, had been upset at 
newspaper reports that the 
Justice Dept. would drop the 
Kent investigation. He offered 
his help. 
With backing and funding from 
the board Davies began a 
detailed study on the shooting, 
compiling a remarkable series of 
photographs which seemed to 
show clearly that the Guard had 
not been endangered, and had in 
fact turned on a prearranged 
signal to fire on the students. 
Davies theorized in the study 
that the Guard had conspired to 
shoot the kids. 

The study was finished, 
publicity poured in, Walter 
Cronkite discussed it, and then 
the bottom fell out. On August 
13, 1971, Joh. Mitchell 
announced that the Justice 
Dept. was ending its 


‘investigation without a grand 


jury. 
And so Phase II began. ‘‘If you 
want to fight the government,”’,

Davies worked with a group of 
students at Kent, including 
Dean Kahler, paralyzed from 
the waist down in the shooting, 
to collect 10,000 signatures on a 
petition for a grarid jury which 
was delivered to the White 
House. Silence. 


New Hope: a New York 
publisher approached Davies 
with the idea of turning his 
study into a book. But the 
project was dropped when one of 
the Guardsmen discussed in the 
study sued Davies and the 
Methodist church for $3 million. 
Davies was faced with 
thousands of dollars in legal fees 
(Ramsay Clark would later 
agree to handle the case gratis.) 


In desperation, Davies wrote a 
letter to Publishers’ Weekly. “I 
wrote that I was just an 
insurance broker, fighting alone. 
I asked whether somebody 
wasn’t willing to stand up and 
publish this book.’’ Henry 
Robbins, editor-in-chief at 
Farrar, Straus & Giroux was 
willing. 

Over the next year Davies 
rewrote and expanded the 
manuscript. In the meantime, 
he and Krause struggled to keep 
the Kent issue visible. 


Both men wanted the book to 
be published on the third 
anniversary of Allison’s death, 
May 4, 1973. But the project was 
plagued with delays and the 
anniversary passed with little 
publicity. Krause was deeply 
depressed. Student protest was 
dead and nobody wanted to 
remember Allison. 

Then another stroke — from 
heaven? Watergate bloomed. 
and Mitchell was indicted for 
perjury in Vesco affair. “If I were 
a great believer in God, I would 
say ‘There -you are!’ ” says 
Davies. The group of students 


who had sent the original | 


petition returned to Washington 
in May. There they were told for 
the first time by a Justice Dept. 
official, Deputy Asst. Atty. 
General William O’Connor, that 
a few Ohio National Guardsmen 
might have been indicted. 

The publicity given this visit, 
the growing disrepute of the 
Mitchell Justice Dept., some 
possible shreds of new evidence, 
the arrival of ‘Mr. Clean,”’ 
Elliot Richardson as Attorney 
General, all snowballed together 
into the Justice Dept.’s 
announcement in August that 
the Kent investigation would be 
reopened. 

And, mirabile dictu, Peter 
Davies’s book, ‘“‘The Truth 
About Kent State,” hit the 


bookstands within two weeks of 
the Justice Dept.’s 
announcement. 


Keeping the Heat On 


And so into Phase III, how to 
keep the heat on Justice, Art on 
the phone again, Peter flying 
around the country like a 
madman, pushing the book on 
talkshows, pushing Kent State 
on campus lectures, the Paul 
Benzaquin show in Boston, the 
Phil Donahue show in Dayton, 
the Mike Levine show in 
Pittsburgh, the Lou Gordan 
show in Detroit... . 


After -so many phone 
conversations, I finally met 
Peter Davies at Logan Airport 
on his way from Benzaquin to 
the next talk show. He was 
sitting on a suitcase, a short 
man with deep grey eyes, 
thinning hair, and a face pale 
with fatigue. “These shows are 
nerve racking,” he said softly. 

“Sure, sometimes I get tired 
and wish I had never gotten into 
it,” he said as he stood wearily. 
“But if something like Kent 
State happened again I couldn’t 
turn away.” 

I got a desperate call from 
Peter after the “Saturday Night 
Massacre’’ when Elliot 
Richardson resigned. ‘What do 


you make of it? he asked in a 
voice that begged for 
reassurance. Both he and 
Krause grew more depressed as 
the weeks passed. Nixon named 
Sen. William Saxbe of Ohio to 
succeed Richardson. Saxbe was 
a-close personal friend of former 
Ohio Gov. James Rhodes who 
had called in the Guard, and he 
had even served in the Guard 
unit which fired the shots. And 
he went on record as saying he 
might halt the new 
investigation. 


Could it have gone on so long, 
been rescued miraculously, only 
to be buried once more in the 
Nixon morass? Krause called 
me one evening, sounding lower 

_than I could recall. The 
Supreme Court had agreed to 
hear his civil rights suit but this 
brought him no cheer. “Another 
court case. So we win the right 
to sue state officials and then 
the cases will drag on for years. 
How long can we go through 
this? My Daughter Laurie 
doesn’t see what good this whole 
thing will do us - it won’t bring 
back Allison.’”’ Krause told me 
he was trying to get the word 
through to key liberals on the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
that they must pin Saxbe down 
on Kent State at his 
confirmation hearings. Even in 
his despair he was planning the 


next move. 

The Justice Dept. had 
promised its decision on Kent by 
mid-December and Art called 
me up that week to “noodge” 
one last time. “Do you know 
anyone who knows Elliot 
Richardson?” he asked. 
“Maybe if he spoke out about 
Kent it would prod Saxbe.”’ He 
was tense. Phase III was almost 
over and he couldn’t afford to 
lose. 

On Tuesday night, Dec. 11, 
the Justice Dept. announced 
that the Kent case would go 
before a Cleveland grand jury on 
Dec. 18. Asst. Atty. Gen. J. 
Stanley Pottinger, who is in 
charge of the investigation, 
noted pointedly that this action 
“does not mean that we have 
made a decision to seek 
indictments.” 

But Art Krause and Peter 
Davies and the other parents, 
who have more recently joined 
the struggle, never asked for 
guarantees. They wanted tough 
questions asked to all relevant 
witnesses under oath and they 
figured that then the truth 
would take care of itself. 

When I heard the news on the 
radio I recalled Peter Davies 
saying as he shuffled his bag 
towards his gate at Logan, 
“When we get the jury it will be 
all over and she can rest.”

The Day the Lilliputians Came Out Play

EAST BOSTON - A year or 
two ago Joe Cresci, the 
President of Suffolk Downs, had 
implored in a joint plea that the 
Massachusetts State Legislature 
grant his track additional racing 
days and what most people 
would consider a rather generous 
tax break, on the grounds that 
New England’s most prominent 
- and infamous— race course 
might well founder were its 
attractions not enhanced, as 
they say, considerably. “The 
only way,” Cresci had pointed 
out, “We’re going to bring in 
enough fans to support this 
track is to offer the kind of 
purses that’ ll bring in quality 
horses.” 

That failed. If you owned a 
horse you’d understand why. 
Suffolk Downs got. their 
additional racing days— further 
vitiating the already-miserable 
quality of New England 
Thoroughbred competition- and 
they did not get their tax break, 
meaning that the beleaguered 
Great and General Court 
continues to skim profits off the 
top of what has become, if only 
by necessity, one of the 
crookedest tracks in the country. 
With the lone exception of the 
MassCap, the joint’s feature 
attraction of the year, offering 
purses sufficient to attract a 
modicum of talent, including, 
this year, Riva Ridge, reputable 
horseowners have taken to 


shunning East Boston. (Would 
you want to test the durability of 
your Waterford Crystal by 
throwing it, piece by piece, out 
of airplanes?) 

At some point the Suffolk 
people realized that they were 
not only not getting “quality” 
steeds, they were not attracting 
customers either. Ergo, the 
conception of the North 
American Riding Champ- 
ionship i.e., if you can’t buy a 
horse, you can always buy a 
jockey, and dangle $10,000 in 
front of one of those little 
Lilliputians and you’re home 
free. 

Almost. First there was Willie 
Shoemaker, the all-time leading 
jockey. And Laffit Pincay, the 
Panamanian terror. Then this 
year’s second-leading money- 
winner, Vincent Bracciali. 
Among the alternates were Bill 
Hartack, Walter Blum, Jorge 
Velasquez, and Angel Cordero. 
The thinking was outstanding: if 
people won’t come to watch 
horses, they’ll at least come to 


_ watch prominent jocks, albeit 


prominent jocks riding garbage 
horses. 

Shoemaker’s doctor wouldn’t 
let him come. Bracciali’s father 
died. Pincay, Hartack, and 
Blum decided they’d pass up the 
whole thing. Velasquez and 
Cordero actually tried to make 
it, but— depending on where 
you’re getting your information-—

either one or both of them lost 
their tacks on the plane or their 
plane was stacked up and 
couldn’t land. Suffolk had 
scheduled the North American 
Jockey Championship on the 
worst Sunday in December. You 
couldn’t see the horses in the 


backstretch, much less a 
runway. 

So by the time the affair got 
underway, Messrs. Cordero and 
Velasquez were busying 
themselves in the Jockeys’ 
Room, vying for the North 
American Ping Pong

Championship (Velasquez won 
eleven to five) while the likes of 
Mike Carrozella, Paul Capalbo, 
and Don Meade— all familiar 
faces in East Boston since they 
habitually ride six or seven 
rodents a day out there on a year- 
round basis- were battling it out 
for the $10,000, winner-take-all 
prize. 

The event did draw a 
smattering of talented riders, in 
the personage of Braulio Baeza 
Ron Turcotte, Sandy Hawley, 
and Heliodoro Gustines, the 
latter riding as an alternate, 
courtesy of Allegheny Airlines. 
Baeza is the second all-time 
leading jockey, and Turcotte, of 
course, rode Secretariat to the 
Triple Crown and had even put 
in an appearance at Suffolk 
earlier in the year when he rode 
Riva Ridge to victory in the 
MassCap. Hawley was more of 
an unknown quantity in these 
parts, but was preceded by his 
growing reputation. Hawley had 
been criticized in past years 
because while his winning totals 
have always placed him among 
the leading jockeys, he had 
acquired a proclivity for riding 
almost exclusively at nickel-and- 
dime Canadian tracks, shunning 
competition with the big boys. 

This year he set out 
deliberately to accomplish a two- 
fold goal: First, he rode the 
important tracks going head-to-

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Anything Can Happen When Nasty Turns Nice

And so these are the questions 
left to ponder now that Boston’s 
‘‘once-in-a-lifetime tennis 
tournament, the once-in-a- 
lifetime gift,”’ the Masters, has 
come and gone: Is there still a 
chance that Bad, Bad Leroy 
Brown can clean up his act? Will 
Wicked Wanda, Penthouse 
magazines’s answer to Mary 
Worth, become a cloistered 
nun? Can John Shaft become a 
good mother- . . . (“‘hushyo 
mouth!”’’)? No reason why not. 
Because if Nasty can turn to 
Nice, well, anything can 
happen. 

Oh, in the course of winning 
his third straight Masters— 
which added to his third straight 
Grand Prix points title made it a 
$70,000 week— the Nasty Man, 
Ilie Nastase, did show some of 
the sinister flair that has gotten 
him banned and fined by 
everybody but the United 
Jewish Appeal. He refused to 
shake hands with Tom Gorman 
after his first match of the 
tournament (which Gorman won 
6-4, 6-1). He threatend to walk 
out of the tournament the next 
day during a match with Jan 
Kodes (which Nasty won 6-4, 2- 


6, 6-4) when heckled by the 
crowd. During the course of the 
week he also hit a ball at a 
linesmen and was fined $100 and 
refused to pay; lined what 
looked like a marvelous topspin 
forehand in the direction of a 
vociferous critic in the stands; 
refused to talk to the press, then 
attended the next press 
conference “‘under protest.” 

Which means that when you 
look at it, Nastase spent a 
relatively tame week in Boston. 
For Nastase. 

Most of the time, in fact, he 
was downright cute, a gypsy 
pixie, taking over press 
conference with his cry of “Can I 
ask first question, please?’’, 
running in with the morning 
papers each day to ask Bud 
Collins of the Globe what some 
adjective or noun meant that 
Collins had used that day to 
describe Nastase. 

“What is ‘petulant’?” he 
would ask Collins with a 
squinty, distrustful look. ‘‘What 
is ‘buffoon?”’ 


Two Reasons 


’ Of course, there were two very 
cogent reasons why the 


Rumanian may have toned 
himself down for the last, and 
perhaps most important, 
tournament of the tennis year, a 
year which began way back 
when Bobby Riggs was still old. 
First, Nastase had been 
complaining all week that he is 
still not recognized as the 
number one tennis player on the 
planet despite winning 
everything (except Wimbledon) 
that matters at least once in the 
last two years. With the only 
other two players with 
legitimate claim to Number One 
Stan Smith and John 
Newcombe— present and 
accounted for in Boston, Nasty 
figured he could prove his point 
once and for all. 

“What I have to do?” he kept 
wailing. ““Over last two years I 
can do nothing more than I do, 
Last year, I win Forest Hills, I 
win Grand Prix, I win Masters. 
This year, I win more 
tournaments, more money than 
anybody else, I win in Spain, 
France, Italy, and win Grand 
Prix again. What to do?” 

The second reason Nastase 
changed the performance from 
Don Rickles to Jack Benny was 


that one of his traveling 
companions, in addition to 
stunning (gorgeous, 
breathtaking, any of the above) 
wife Dominique, was his, uh, 
mother-in-law. 

“What is your mother-in- 
law’s first name?” a reporter 
asked Nasty after he’d disposed 

‘of Jimmy Conors 6-3,7-5, in the 
semifinals on Friday night. 

‘*Mother-in-law’s first 
name?” Nastase effected an 
impish pause. “Madame.” 

The only part of the Nastase 
persona that was not subdued in 
Boston was his tennis game. 
When he is ready to use all of his 
tools, it is a splendid thing to 
watch, a masterful mix of spin 
and speed and guile. After this 
Masters, there must be serious 

- question about whether the man 
who is various parts Sinatra, Ali, 
Jagger and Gonzales can be 
beaten if his game is together. 
He has brought modern art to 
the game of tennis. 

The match against Gorman 
was his only lapse all week; but 
if Nastase did not have such 
lapses, he would not be the 
maddeningly unpredictable 
serial character that he is. Up 


until this week, he had beaten 
Gorman sixteen out of the 
eighteen times he had played 
him, or something, and in their 
Tuesday match, Nastase looked 
like he thought could now throw 
a dirty look out onto the court 
and still beat him. But Gorman 
played well in the first set and 
Nastase lost interest in the 
second. 6-4, 6-1. After it was 
over, Nastase waited at the net 
for Gorman, thought Tommy 
the G was taking too long, and 
stalked off. He was well toasted 
for it in the newspapers the next 
day. 

Under Protest 

After he defeated the man he 
calls ‘‘Russian,’’ Czech Jan 
Kodes, the next day, Nastase 
made his “‘under protest’’ press 
conference. 

“If you do not print what I 
say,” he pouted, “I come no 
more.” 

One conference he could not 
avoid was his last round-robin 
.-match with Newcombe on 
Thursday night. The 
Commercial Union Assurance 
Co., which runs the tournament, 
had divided the eight players 
into two groups, Blue and 
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White. Each player went head- 
to-head with the other members 
of his group once, and the two 
members having the best 
records got into the semis. 
Newcombe had won his two 
Blue group matches, but this 
loss to Gorman had Ilie willy- 
nilly. He had to beat Newc, then 
hope for his man “Russian” to 
knock Gorman out of a chance 
for the $15,000 top prize in the 
match that was to follow. 

Nasty beat Newc. He beat 
him in 55 minutes with a hard 
clean line to his work. No 
extemporaneous interplay with 
the crowd on this night. Just the 
best player in the world on top of 
his game. It wasn’t until the 
sixth game of the second set that 
Nastase fell behind on his own 
serve. 7-5, 6-3, was the final 
score, then it was time to root 
home the Red. 

Nastase disdained a shower 
afterwards, just throwing a 
black overcoat over his green 
warmup suit. He sat in the 
balcony with wife Dominque. 
Quietly. 

After Kodes had obligingly 
disposed of Gorman 6-3, 3-6, 6-3, 
Nasty whooped and smiled. His 
wife turned to him and asked 
how Kodes win affected Ilie’s 


past few months: Okker, 
Newcombe, Connors, Nastase. 

Whenever Nastase and 
Connors get together it is like 
Nixon and Rosemary Woods. 
You know, teacher and pupil. 
You never know whether they’re 
going to play tennis or call each 
other names (though they’re 
good friends). No name calling 
on this night. Nastase played as 
well as he had the previous night 
against Newcombe. He took 75 
minutes this time. 

Newcombe was serving at 
match point in the other 
semifinal against Okker. But he 
had pulled a muscle in his calf 
hitting an overhead the point 
before, and was forced to retire. 
So the only surviving pretender 
to the Nastase throne was gone. 
If Okker (he is now 8-4 lifetime 
with Nasty) won on Saturday, 
he could make noises about 
being the top player, but no one 
would pay attention. ; 

No one needed to. On 
Saturday afternoon Nastase 
went out and completed a week 
of sweet vindication. He strutted 
out the whole game this time, 
the frustrating drops; the sneaky- 
big serve, a behind-the-back 
volley. While Okker spent most 
of his time complaining about

head with Pincay, Shoemaker, 
and all the rest of those major 
league jockeys who did not show 
up at Suffolk Downs. Second, he 
methodically lit out in pursuit of 
Shoemaker’s single-season 
victory total of 485, which he 
broke, by the way, 
riding at Laurel— three days 
before he arrived in East Boston. 

Just as Hawley has been 
rapped for spending too much of 
his time at cheap tracks, 
Turcotte has drawn fire— from 
the press and from fellow jocks- 


as a “Cadillac rider,” which is to 
say that the opinion is 
widespread that you could strap 
a baboon on Secretariat’s back, 
give him a five-pound 
apprentice allowance, and he 
would still win races. Turcotte 
heatedly denies the charge, 
pointing out, probably correctly, 
that he has won 224 races in 
New York this year. ‘‘You 
don’t,” Turcotte had insisted, 
“get that many wins riding 
nothing but Cadillacs.” 

Could be, but the luck of the 
draw went against Turcotte— 
just as it was inclined to favor 


and he wound up riding two pigs 
and a mule. Baeza fared little 
better with his mounts, with the 
result that the two biggest-name 
jocks in the North American 
Riding Championship wound 
up sixth and seventh in a field of 
seven. 

The point system— 50 points 
for a first, 23 for a second, 12 for 
a third, and so forth— assured 
any rider winning two of the 
three races of a lock on the 
Championship. The perfect 
irony of the situation is that 
Capalbo, who wasn’t even 
entered in the thing fifteen 
minutes before it commenced, 
very nearly pulled it off before 
winding up second. Hawley, 
with a third, a second, and his 
491st win of ’73, won it easily. 

Turcotte and Hawley were 
equally effusive in the jockey’s 
room after the presentation. 
(‘‘Fuckin’ Canucks probably 
split the ten grand before the 
first race,’’ growled one 
disconsolate bettor.) Though 
Turcotte is French, Hawley 
Scotch, the two Canadians have 
had similar careers. Both 
started riding quite late, Hawley 
was seventeen before he ever got 
on a horse, Turcotte 21. (Though 
god knows what else a guy who’s 
4 foot 8 and weighs a hundred 
pounds thinks he’s going to be.) 


“Sure, I’d do it again,” 
shrugged Turcotte. “But they 
have to figure some way to make 
the mounts more equal.”’ 
(Obviously Turcotte does not 
spend a great deal of time at 
Suffolk Downs, where they 
commonly “make the mounts 
more equal” with a hypodermic 
needle.) 


“Honestly, I really wanted 
this one,” grinned Hawley. “It 
meant a lot to me and a lot to 
racing. But,” he added, “I guess 


I did get lucky in the draw.” 
(With Far Fetched in the fourth, 
Blue Mountain Boy in the sixth, 
and Running Bear in the eighth, 
Sandy wasn’t on a horse going 
off at more than 7-2 all 
afternoon; betting Hawley’s 
mounts across the board in all 
three races would have netted 
you exactly four dollars for an 
$18 investment.) 

Some 11,394 hardy souls 
showed up to leave nearly a 
million dollars behind the 
windows on Sunday, not bad 
when you consider that the 
condition of the track was more 
suited to a hippopotamos race. 
It was considered successful 
enough that, says Cresci, ‘““We 
might even do it again next year, 
have it as an annual event.” 

And next year the jockeys 
might even show up.

I’m writing this on Mozart’s brithday—

Why listen to a jukebox, 
when two or three blocks away the man 
on the record was alive before your eyes? 
Tea was still a fairly inside thing, and 
the hipster jokes, some of which were 
really funny, were spade jokes about 
grass, until suddenly they weren't, which 
like grass, slows reality down. Most white 
cats including myself spoke a spade 


greatest city anywhere; 


musician’s lingo and it was 
(embarrassing) strange, me talking to 
some spade cat imitating his jive. Hi 
man, gimme some skin! 

Heeyyy baby, what’s happenin’? 


But I— and I cooled it— so I never 


experienced much hostility; and I 
enjoyed Romero’s because I was in a 
world I hardly knew— hey, let me put it 
like this (you dig): 

New York, in 1956, was the wildest, 
American. 
painting had just been taken seriously for 
a first in history, and the city was the art 
center of the world. Europe was as jealous 
as all hell, and it was wonderful. You 
could walk along 10th Street and stop 
and say a few words with Philip Guston, 
go into the Colony on the corner there, at 
4th Avenue, havea beer with deKooning, 
walk over to the Cedar and have a few 
with Creeley, Dan Rice, or Kline, and 
that night fall by the Riviera or Romero’s 
and then cross up to the Vanguard on 7th 
Avenue, dig Getz and Brookmeyer, and 
then walk down to the Cafe Bohemia, 
and get your head torn off by Miles, and 
around one, fall by the Cedar, and pick 
up some friends and go over to the 5 Spot 
and completely flip over Cecil Taylor, 
then afterwards go to Riker’s for 


breakfast, and around dawn head home,. 


maybe with a chick. It was really great. 
You could feel the exuberance, you could 
see and hear the dedication. I-did, and I 


miss the way musicians talked. Things 


were opening out. I’d made friends with a 
few spade cats overseas so I had an idea 
how to behave, a little, I mean, I tended 
to get carried away. It was easy enough. 
I'd slip into Romero’s, get a beer and 
stand around for an hour or two and then 
split to hear Sonny. Or Monk. Or Miles. 
What«not many people knew was 


Romero’s was an essentially middle-class 
place. Black guys and their chicks drove 
downtown in their big cars, or their sport's 
cars, and went to Johnny Romero’s. 

Especially on weekends. It was the 
downtown place to go. I guess there were 
gangsters, black, and black detectives, 
too, but it didn’t matter to me, as I stood 
by the door, watching, because what the 
place was all about, which you could feel, 
I mean even when it was crowded there 
was a nice quality, and people were 
friendly, and that’s what I learned. It was 
Johnny’s effect. He was a popular guy. 
Everybody liked him; he was very 
friendly, and in a very real sense, though 
odd-seeming, there wasn’t any reason for 
violence, and then, sensibly perhaps, the 
black guys that went there were big, big 
guys, and some of them must have been 
prize fighters. Also, the customers were 
cool. To themselves. Yes, baby, tonight I 
am very cool. It was a bright, warm, 
classy little joint, and those big dark 
skinned guys dressed in dark blue and 
white silk and their chicks looking like 
twenty million in furs and perfume, and 
as I stood there, learning Johnny’s effect, 
I caught a sense of friendship that was to 
me at the end of a long and far flung 
thread, which yet seemed, for these 
people, the beginning of every day. 

Happily, there were precious few of the 
white guys who hang around only with 
black people because they don’t know 
what to do with their lives, and they 
figure black cats will understand because 
they don’t either— it’s a loser’s fantasy 
and rationale— white guys feeling black 
guys will understand because black guys 
are born losers; how can they handle life, 
being black, and the double irony is lost 
in the misunderstanding that the loss is 
in being black, a natural fact you dig, and 
the implication in the audacity of that 
white fantasy, is also lost. And if, 
following the definition of irony in a 
textbook of rhetoric published about 
1872, irony consists in ridiculing an 
object under a pretense of praising it 
(with the true meaning indicated by the 
tone of voice), you can see the rather 
horrible meaning of that loss. Which, of 
course, black people were, and are, 
supposed to understand. Literally. 

Those white guys would be called 
spade freaks today. Then they said he 


-digs spades: Chicks, too. She digs spades. 


But you could tell in the tone of the voice. 
In the beginning, like when she hit on 
him, the spade stud was flattered, but 
when he discovered she dug him because 


~he was— unh, well, and she couldn’t dig 


herself anyway, he— it was a pretty bitter 
discovery. There was a lot of that in the 
Fifties. 

You can spot chicks who only dig 
spades; they have a sleepy look, a 
somnambulent look, eyes wide open. And 
a sharp kind of hysterical glitter along the 


edges. Somebody else is holding them up; 


guess who. 

Anyway, my involvement with writing 
and painting made my life hectic enough, 
and lonely enough, so that Romero’s was 
so different from me, though I might 
want somebody to hold me up, the effect 
of Johnny Romero’s persona wouldn’t 
have it, so I enjoyed his bar, and the 
obvious tone of relaxation. In fact that 
effect rejected the chicks who dug spades. 
And kept me just different enough to 
constantly realize something I had 
learned in the Army: when black people 
are together the circumstance is of people 
being together in that way. 

And that success was because of 
Johnny— hands down. Without a doubt. 
He was a very nice guy— he was the kind 


‘of guy when he saw you on the street he’d 


wave or call to you just as you did him, 
and then when he suddenly saw you, and 
remembered you from his bar, the 
warmth im his greeting deépened. 
Really, everybody liked him. .

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Film :Francois Truffaut and L’Affaire Michaud

Indian summer in Harvard 
Square. Bob St. George, Harvard 
Square theater manager, is stuck 
inside but he doesn’t mind 
because in two days, on Oct. 3, 
Francois Truffaut will be ap- 
pearing in his theater to in- 
troduce his new film, Day For 
Night. Not only that, but Truf- 
faut will answer questions af- 
terwards. A coup. Nothing less. 

Suddenly, bursting into St. 
George’s office and forever 
shattering his reveries, comes 
Paul Michaud, the man with the 
amazing contact, the man with 
the cream of French filmdom 
seemingly at his beck and call, 
the ‘coordinator of film” for 
Harvard’s West European 
Studies program who last year 
brought the reclusive Eric Roh- 
mer to the Brattle and is now 
bringing Truffaut to the Square. 
Michaud is agitated. He asks St. 
George for the posters ad- 
vertising the great event. He sits 
down at St. George’s désk and 
begins crossing off the name of 
West European Studies from the 
posters. ‘‘What,’’ asks St. 
George, ‘“‘is this all about?”’ 

Harvard University, 
specifically the department of 
West European Studies, sub- 
sequently impounded the 
proceeds from the Oct. 3 
screening of Day For Night 
because although WES had not 
authorized the program, WES’ 
name had been used. Paul 
Michaud, a WES graduate 
student, had incurred certain 
debts running a film program 

the °72-’73 fiscal year; 
therefore, according to WES, the 
proceeds belonged to them. They 
would be used to square 
Michaud’s debts and fund other 
programs. 

Does that sound confusing? 
Wait. WES further contended 
that the position of ‘film coor- 
dinator’’ had never existed. 
Michaud, they said, had been 
_ given some money ($1000) during 

’72-’73 to organize information on 
film activity at Harvard, but he 
had, in effect, been fired last 
spring in a memo that terminated 
his office space. 


Michaud contended that 
he was “film coordinator’ last 
year, and this year, and could 
prove it. Furthermore, he 
did not overspend his budget, he 
was not fired, and he was given 
permission to go ahead with the 
Truffaut project. In short, he was 
being fucked over. 

On orders to ‘‘find out what this 
is all about,”’ I set fire to a Lucky 
and began making calls. First, 
James Sharaf, university 
council: 

‘No money has been im- 
pounded. Technically, it’s up to 
the theater what it wants to do 


with the money. It paid it to us..- 


“This money was generated on 
the basis of a representation that 
this was being contucted by 
Harvard as a benefit for WES. 
We’re just making an attempt to 
come as close as possible to a 
situation which reflects what the 
event was represented as being.”’ 

I called up the Harvard Square. 
The theater says that Sharaf 
suggested that the money be 
witheld from Michaud. Did 
Michaud know that WES was not 
supporting him? 

He crossed out their name from 
the posters. 

“They (WES) had been 
complaining about people calling 
them for infomation about the 
show; I just didn’t want people to 
call WES,”’ said Michaud when I 
visited him at his office in Har- 
vard. 

Michaud looks as if he were 
born in a three piece-suit. It’s 
nine-thirty in the morning and 
he’s crisp. He crackles with 
energy. He hands me depositions, 
letters, memos, press releases; 
exhibits A through Z of his case. 


.-He stalks back and forth in his 


small office, his finger jabbing 
holes in unseen enemies. 


Michaud Defends Himself: A 
Montage 

On the memo: “Prof. Hoffman 
promised his assistance in fin- 
ding another office for me. Never 
was any mention made of having 
the film program abolished. 
Hoffman assured me _ the 
program would continue. Hoff- 
man told me, ‘You know, you can 


continue using the name of WES 


next year.’ He’s the person who 
could solve all this.” 

On the budget: “‘Guido Gold- 
man’s administrative assistant 
really fucked up. I found out on 
the last day of the fiscal year that 
she added the same amount into 
our account twice. They made it 
look like I ran way over my 
budget. The truth is that it was 
just a clerical error.” 

On authorization: “‘On Sept. 18 
I hand delivered notification of 
the event to both Hoffman’s and 
Goldman’s mailboxes. They 
never said anything about it.” 

Michaud stands at the window, 
pointing off into space. He starts 
to talk about the Byzantine 
corridors of power at WES. He 
alludes to a million dollar grant 
given to WES by Germany. He 
mentions Goldman’s connections 
with Henry Kissinger. “‘Did you 
know,”’ he asks me, ‘‘that 

Kissinger’s files are kept at 
WES?” 

Henry Kissinger? How did 
Henry get involved? But I am 
ineluctably drawn to WES. I 
leave Michaud and drive directly 
to 5 Bryant Street. On a quiet, 
treelined street, the building that 
houses WES seems to suck 


quietude into itself. It is a- 


ramshackle colonial affair that 
breathes tweed and academic 
calm. Inside, nobody raises his 
voice, except when Paul Michaud 
is mentioned. 

Guido Goldman, WES 
executive director, assures me 
that it’s all a misunderstanding 
and not worth discussing. I tell 
him I understand. I also begin to 
ask questions. Goldman’s calm is 
soon replaced by rancor and the 
Michaud horror stories begin: 

Michaud played fast and loose 
with his budget. He neglected to 
return films to their distributors, 
sticking Harvard with the bills. 
He tied up phone lines. One day 
he brought a film crew into the 
building and occupied the god- 
dam place. We told him over and 
over that he had no authority to 
do what he was doing. 

Goldman runs out of breath. He 
tells me to speak to Hoffman. He 
.. just ... can’t ... deal with it 
anymore. 

And surprise, surprise: Dr. 
Stanley Hoffman, Chairman of 
WES, sounds exactly like Henry 
Kissinger! The same even in- 
flection, the weighty pauses, the 
heavy consonants and grumbling 
‘vowels — the immemorial

German accent, and it’s going to 
get Michaud. 

Hoffman begins by telling me 
how much respect he has for 
Paul, but again, the rancor 
creeps in. Michaud is ‘‘im- 
possible to work with.’’ He ran up 
huge bills. He operated as if he 


were his own independent 
operation. Hoffman calls 
Michaud’s_ statement that 


Michaud notified him of the 
Truffaut event at least two weeks 
in advance “a lie.” 


Then Hoffman advances a 
theory: ‘You know, last year 
Michaud explained that his 
problem was due to his French 
background: he’s not very good 
at consulting people, not very 
good at working with other 
people. This may be true. The 
French ...”’ 

And now Paul Michaud sits 
behind a Maginot line of paper 
that promises to be as secure as 
the one erected by his French 


:forbears. 


Abby Collins, Godlman’s ad- 
ministrative assistant, the last 
person I spoke to about I’af- 
faire Michaud, was the first to 
directly support any of Michaud’s 
assertions. Yes, she had made a 
clerical error. She had added $560 
to his budget twice. But most 
interesting, as Charlie Chan 
would say, was her description of 
the way in which Harvard 
allowed Michaud to operate in the 
past. He was allowed to use 
funds generated by his projects to 
pay his debts and to finance other 
projects. Dr. Hoffman had also 
admitted as much when he 
mentioned how he had approved 
of Michaud’s handling of the Roh-

Phil D’Antoni: In Hot 


Pursuit

Phil D’Antoni, who produced 
both Bullitt and The French 
Connection, was in town this 
week to discuss his latest film, 
The Seven-Ups, which marks 
his directorial debut. D’Antoni 
is the impresario of car chase 
scenes; the chase in Bullitt is 
generally regarded as the 
definitive thrill of that sort. It 
was so successful with audiences 
that D’Antoni worked a similar 
chase into The French 
Connection, and there is a 
smashing chase in The Seven- 
Ups. 

“T was raised on great old 
action films, with Cagney, 
Bogart, and I think I know what 
the public wants to see.” In the 
latest chase sequence, criminals 
and cops race through 
metropolitan New York, at one 
point dashing down a residential 
street, scattering children who 
had been playing. D’Antoni 
filmed the scene, using the 
children of police friends as 
actors, because ‘‘it’s very 
dangerous to chase people in 
that kind of situation and 
criminals know it, and try to 
take advantage of the police. In 
such settings, the police become 
the victims.” 

The Seven Ups deals with a 
special New York police 
detachment whose methods of 
busting high-ranking mobsters 
occasionally brush the extra- 


"laa There are third degree 
interrogations and unwarranted 
breaking and enterings. 

“I wasn’t trying to make any 
kind of statement on police 
abilities and the law, but I 
believe that the police are 
hampered by some of these laws. 
And you can ask any policeman 
in the country about his work. 


He'll tell you that the police are . 


hindered by laws protecting 
criminals. Police are almost 
completely conservative.” 

The Seven-Ups is based on 
the exploits of policeman Sonny 
Grosso, a former associate of 
“Popeye” Eddie Egan. Because 
D’Antoni had worked with the 
police before, he got a lot of 
cooperation. Cops like his films, 
“except for the brass. They 
don’t like it when I show police 
breaking the law.” D’Antoni 
filmed on location in the 28th 
Precinct in Harlem. 

One scene involving two 
gangsters attempting to kill an 
accomplice in the latter’s home 
was to have been shot in a giant 
housing project, but the weather 
prevented progress. After the 
third day of the shooting 
schedule, with no progress, the 
sun came out and D’Antoni, 
gazing across some railroad 
tracks at a junkyard, noticed a 
squad of police cars and a small 
crowd. He went down to find out 
what happened. 

“A child had found a body in 
one of the abandoned ice boxes. 


I saw the area, and perhaps 
because it had that morbid 
fascination, I decided to shoot 
the scene down there.” The 
result is another scene of 
disquieting realism. 

D’Antoni is pleased with his 
results, though that is not the 
case with his previous films. 
‘‘We hated The French 
Connection. When we took a 
look at the rushes after the final 
shooting, we couldn’t believe 
how bad it was. The Oscar 
nominations were a joke! I felt 
the same way about Bullitt. 
We’d done the best we could, 
{but we didn’t feel that it had 
worked.” 


D’Antoni misses the 
collaboration he had enjoyed on 
his previous films, where he had 
been a strong producer offering 
ideas and encouragement to the 
directors. He had chosen the 
cinematographers for Bullitt 
and The French Connection. As — 
producer/director of The Seven- 
Ups, he had no other producer 
with whom to work out his ideas. 
Nevertheless, he is cautiously 
pleased with the results. “It’s 
too early to have any feelings 
about this film.”’ 


D’Antoni plans no cop or 
chase pictures in the forseeable 
future. His next project will be a 
love story (involving, we 
imagine, only romantic pursuit) 
called Smile.

He was about six feet two, had 
a lithe walk, dressed casually, 
and stayed calm; but of course 
there was something behind his 
eyes, that something the 
response-structure to his making 
it in the white world. Every 
black musician in America and 
maybe Europe had that look; 
some guys were more outspoken 
than others, but it was tough, 
because the guys who owned the 
clubs where you played were 
Italian gangsters, and they held 
you in contempt for the obvious 
reasons, and they told you what 
to do, and they took your money, 
and there wasn’t anything you 
could do about it. I’m certain 
drugs were a way out of that 
humiliation, rage and anxiety, 
and then a way into the music. I 
often saw Miles take breaks 
between sets, and walk outside 
for a smoke so tightlipped and 
angry he was literally speechless 
—or couldn’t speak what was on 
his mind. 

But Johnny Romero seemed 
to take it all pretty well; he had 
a good thing going, and the 
sacrifices he made were at least 
honest ones. One of the nicest 
things about him was he tended 
bar, and I don’t know if he 


needed to, but I think he — 


enjoyed it, because he was an 


active man, and he enjoyed - 


work, and the company of 
people, and especially people he 
liked. He was very handsome, 
and given his size, and his 
casual open friendly style, and 
his attractive light brown skin, 
warm smile and grin, it was 
obviously a pleasant thing to 
drop by for a drink, sit at the 
bar, and say Hi Johnny, how 
about a nice cold beer! 

And in that spirit, one day 
about a year later, I was in the 
neighborhood, so I walked over 
for a quick one, and to dig Billie 
on the jukebox and when I got 
there, the door was closed, 
locked, the lights were out 
inside, and the sign on the door 
said Closed. What the hell! I 
thought. 

So I walked away, and that 
night and a few days later I 
asked around— what had 
happened? I asked a couple of 
black guys I thought might 
know, they didn’t, and I asked a 
couple of bar owners, and they 
spoke in low tones, mumbling 
som &ing about Johnny and 
trouble. Trouble, in that usage, 
meant the Mafia, and until last 
fall- for sixteen years- all I knew 
was something about Johnny 
and trouble. 

It was after a game, in very 
early October- 1972- pitched 
a two hit shutout, and our team 
had won 7-0. We were happily 
getting our gear together, most 


of us half drunk from the beer 
we'd had during the game, we 
always have fun, we have a good 
softball team, and in the car 
heading across town to our bar, I 
was in the back seat, fat and 
forty-two, and somebody was 
talking about the Pirates, and 
remarked that Clemente 
couldn’t do it all by himself, and 
for some reason, maybe the 
warm afternoon, and the motion 
of the car and the breeze, and 
our victory and therefore our 
good spirits and certainly my 
relaxed pleasure— I'd gotten a 
double and single, driven in a 
run and scored once— I lit a 
smoke, and in a rather wishful 
way remembered Johnny 
Romero’s bar, and the night I 
had stood beside him at that 
bar, and I asked my pal Joe, who 
was in the front seat. 

Do you remember Johnny 
Romero’s? 

Yes, he said, adding, that 
spade joint in the Village. 

I nodded, and asked, right 
out, What ever happened to 
him? I heard he’d gotten into 
some tr- 

Trouble! Listen man, that guy 
was balling a Mafia guy’s chick! 

Holy Christ! I cried, horrified. 
But, why— why I mean they 
didn’t but why didn’t they kill 
him? 

Joe laughed, Because they 
liked him, and added-— he was a 
nice guy! 

I made a peculiar smile, and. 


shook my head, remembering 
Johnny, saying, Boy, how close 
can you get. What did they do? I 
asked, did they do anything? 
What did they do to her? 

Joe shrugged. They didn’t do 
anything to him, they told him 
to get out of the country or else. 

Man, I whispered, he must 
have moved fast. No wonder I'd 
been surprised, seeing the 
Closed sign on the door. I'd 
stopped in the night before. 

Fast! Who wouldn’t? 

After a minute or two I told 
Joe, and the other guys in the 
car, what had happened one 
night, around one in the 
morning, at Johnny Romero’s 
bar, when I had been standing at 
the bar near the door, having a 
bottle of beer; Ballantine, it 
was. Ballantine was good in the 
Fifties. 

There were a few customers in 
the place, I was thinking my 
thoughts and Johnny was 
serving people and talking, and 
the lights were low. The mixture 
of perfume scent and cigars 
breezed around the vision of 
dark skinned couples, talking, as 
Miles and Sonny played Paper 
Moon, and as I faced the bar, on 
the wall in back and above the 
bar, just opposite me and up a 
li.tle, I looked at the 
advertisement that never ceased 
to amuse and fascinate me: slick 
photo in color of a handsome 
black guy beautifully dressed, 
and his chick, a knockout, in a 


low cut gown, enjoying the drink 
Smirnoff was advertising and it 
was the White Cadillac— flashy 
and funny: vodka and milk, and 
a guy moved in, stood next to 
me, on my left, and I moved to 
my right as the guy stood there 
and got comfortable, both hands 
on the bar in a relaxed manner 
as Johnny walked up the 
duckboards to him, and I saw 
the guy, who was about six 
three, was wearing a baseball 
cap, and it looked professional. 
Johnny and I exchanged 
glances, and I made a thin 
smile. 

So did Johnny. 

‘The guy to my left was 
muscular, and extremely 
handsome; skin very dark, but 
of a rich hue, and his features 
were chiseled, and his eyes dark, 
but very bright, and he pointed 
at Johnny, and then at his ball 
cap, and said, 

You know who I be? 

Johnny shook his head. 

The guy was hurt, and he 
tapped his own chest, and then 
his ball cap, and asked, 
surprised: You no know who I 
be? 

Johnny smiled, and said no, 
and that he was sorry, but- 

Well, the guy got a little 
angry. He took off the cap, and 
pointed to the large curved P on 
the front, and glaring at Johnny, 
he said, angrily, 

You know who I be!

Johnny grinned, 
but the Pittsburg outfielder

mer visit. The only way the Roh- 
mer project differed from the 
Truffaut project is WES’s con. 
tention that it was not consulted. 
But does that justify changing the 


‘rules of the game without in- 


forming Michaud? Besides, even 


if WES were not consulted, how 


could it have been unaware? 
Paul Michaud is a fanatic. 


Fanatics are usually unpopular, 
and although I hate to feed 
Michaud’s paranoia, so is he. But 
Michaud is an unpopular fanatic 
who also happens to be 
passionately committed to film. 
His self-image is grandiose; his 
ego is large. It collided with other 
large egos at WES. Unfortunately 
for Michaud, these other large 
egos had larger resources, and 
better nitty-gritty connections. 
Harvard let Michaud play on the 
end of a very long rope, but now 
they’ve given that rope a sharp 
tug. Michaud is gagging and 
Truffaut can’t help him. 


Did Michaud know he was in 
trouble at Harvard? Did he know 
they weren’t supporting him? 
Probably. He went ahead 
anyway, trying to brazen 
through. 


Did Michaud create confusion 
at WES and mess up its books? 
Probably. When Michaud wanted 
to do something, he did it, and 
worried about the books later. 

But I’ve gotten tired of 
listening to these people; their 
tender egos, their insinuations, 
their precious private preserves 
of authority. Perhaps if Michaud 
had not been so expansive as to 
name his film project ‘Les 
Filmes Sirene,’’ and give it co- 
equal billing with WES (Hoffman 
nearly sneered pronouncing it), 
he’d still be Harvard’s mythic 
“film coordinator.’’ 


But I don’t worry about 
Michaud. He’s crazy and tough 
and he’ll survive. Others got hurt, 
but they’ll survive. Harvard? 
Who can worry about Harvard? A

The Who live. A welcome 
opportunity to play dumb, a 
chance to shed Pete 
Townshend’s avalanche of 
eloquent PR and tramp into the 
arena with 15 thousand others 
and hear their judgment. 

“It’s got nothing whatever to 
do with journalists and it hasn’t 
really even got anything to do 
with musicians.” I think our 
album clarifies who the real hero 
is in this thing. It’s the kid on 
the front. He’s the hero. That’s 
why he’s on the front cover. It’s 
his fuckin’ album. Rock and 
roll’s his music.” (Townshend, 
New Musical Express, Oct. 27) © 

With Tommy doddering into 
his umpteenth transmutation, 
as Roger prepares to shoulder 
the identity for a Ken Russell 
film (and I choose to hope it will 
be definitive, trusting both 
men’s way of brilliantly 
savaging or even salvaging 
whatever text is at hand) Pete 
has shoved “Jimmy” into the 
fray. This particular “punk with 
a stutter” is a more arbitrary 
figurehead than the sheafs of 
didactic prose and pictures 
would have us believe. The 
Who’s energy has been high but 
diffuse since Who’s Next, and 
Pete has been forced to 
construct, rather than conceive, 
the archetypal kid’s story. 

The whole band has glowed in 
solo exploits during their long 
gestation of these tracks. Even 
Keith, my favorite drummer 
and Marx brother but no 
composer, blossomed in fame. 
His Rolling Stone interview is 
good for any number of titters 
and boffos, as you listen to a 
wry, literate and manic mind 
confessing. John Entwistle was 
three times delivered of albums, 
neither nags nor thoroughbreds 
but thumping end eccentric. 
Roger cut all the other 
interpretive singing attempts on 
Lou Reizner’s Tommy 
production and released his own 
graceful, limber-voiced record. 
And Pete nursed various 
projects, including Quadro- 
phenia, on his way to releasing 
his very fine and very solo Who 


Came First album. In no way 


had the tangenting group lost, to 


quote Pete speaking of his lack 
of peers, ‘‘the meat and 
potatoes, the reason why people 
first pick up guitars.’’ But their 
public roles were becoming 
quadrophrenic, and the question 
remained whether they could 
unite again into the ass-kicking 
Who of Live at Leeds. Well, I 
think this new work bursts onto 
that level of meaty, beaty, big 
and bouncy power only at 
moments, in fits and starts, in 
response to a scenario which 
serves more as a paint job than 
fuel. 

Understand that they are 
quick with their perennial vigor 
and unique spunk, even when 
Pete wings the tape through a 
third or fourth studio (“I’m a 
man of many studios now,” says 
he) till finally he can not pare 
away his synthesizer tapes when 
they hit the road. The tapes are 
no mere ornamentation; as they 
neared the close of their set with 
“Won’t Get Fooled Again,” Pete 
was lurking by a speaker bank 
on the darkened stage as the 
synthesizer worked out, ready to 
sail through Roger’s epic, 
searing howl in a waist-high 
cross-stage spring, almost 
floating to his knees as the 
lights, Moon and Entwistle 
opened up. All the complexities 
of Pete’s genius ripple out after 
the fact of the maximum r&b 
choreography Who’s Next 
implied by focussing its theme 
song on that scream. It had 
followed their performance of 
most of the new album (which 
had itself followed ‘‘Can’t 
Explain,’’ ‘‘Summertime 
Blues,” and ““My Wife,” openers 
to slake the rawest desires of the 
sold-out hall) and would lead 
into “Pinball Wizard’”’ and 
finally “See Me, Feel Me.” 

Pete is at pains to split hairs 
in Jimmy’s personality, with the 
album’s concept riding on his 
quartered feelings, and each 
Who member typecast as one 
facet: Roger, ‘“‘a tough guy, a 
helpless dancer’’; John, a 


romantic; Keith, bloody 


lunatic”; Pete, beggar, a 
hypocrite”. These are four sides” 
Pete finds in the generation he 
rocks with, and for. He reserves 
the last, inclusive one for 
himself — the seeker, the circle 
who encloses the triangles in a 
fallout-shelter sign, the yellow- 
and-black six-slab civil defense 
pie we grew up with. In many 
ways it’s the organizing 
metaphor for the whole trip, a 
Pynchonesque move whereby 
hidden themes are etched in 
mute geometry. 

Shuffling up the Boston 
Garden’s fallout-shelter 
corridors with hundreds of 
loaded suburban Jimmies, there 
was no need to gurgle theory. 
How well-littered the 
approaches to the hive were — 
rolling beer cans, pisstrails, 
scarves underfoot, arguments, 
whoops, whistles and dazed 
eyes. And what a marvelous 
opening act Lynyrd Skynrd 
made, all that: heavy metal 
shooting for the rafters, much 
more exciting than the poor 
man’s Allmans they’ve been 
posted as. 

Pete trucked on and 
brandished his jack like a 
talisman, pacing, almost 
duckwalking. The galvanic 
response was there, but the 
equipment was reticent at first. 
When the volume fetched up 
abruptly, everybody on the floor 
(or more precisely, on their feet 
on their seats) began pumping 
gleefully. The sheer expanse of 
the hall was part of the 
spectacle. The band. looked so 
trustworthy in their frank street 
clothes, Roger cavorting 
magnetically in jeans and a 
buckskin vest, flinging the mike 
and strutting as Pete 
windmilled his guitar. When I 
saw them do Tommy in 
Philadelphia’s Electric Factory 
just after its release, the moves 
were much the same. They do 
what comes naturally, without 
sensationalizing. As then, 
Roger’s dancing is taut, a few 
shakes and a clenched fist— not 
helpless. Keith was in healthy 
form, rutting and leering behind 


his bank of snares, and John did 
his static do. 

Which includes the 
leapfrogging bass lines in “The 
Real Me,” which they launched 
into by way of presenting most 
of the new album. Pete’s 
synthesizer arrangements are 
exceptional for their ability to 
pack string-like expressiveness 
into short breaks, and the tapes 
are scored into the Who’s live 
performance. They figure 
heavily in the “overture’’ of the 
present album, ‘‘Quadro- 
phenia,” which succumbs to 
“Cut My Hair,” which in turn 
contents itself with good ol’ 
schizophrenia, music stepping 
after the lyrics in feel. A radio 
bulletin traces across the space 
between tracks, announcing a 
Mods-Rockers punch-up in the 
Grand Hotel, but that dry 
exposition yields to ‘“‘The Funk 
Meets the Godfather.” Again we 
settle for a schizoid rave-up, 
unfortunately overorchestrated, 
except for Roger’s touching 
relent, with Pete’s harmony in 
doleful union, for these lines 
“And on the dance floor broken 
glass/The bloody faces slowly 
pass, The numbered seats in 


empty rows/It all belongs to me’ 


you know...’ 

Take heart, and ferret the 
next side out of the packaging. 
Rock, says Pete, is “not youth’s 
music, it’s the music of the 
frustrated and dissatisfied 
looking for some sort of musical 
panacea.” (Again, New Musical 
Express, 10/27/73), and Side 


Two devotes itself to a ragged ~ 


tour of middle-class frustration. 
Yes, the same guy Ray Davies 
continues to poke at is being 
sainted by Pete, and Roger’s 
ballsy. chanting of his creed is 
the foot on the ground for this 
whole stretch of record. “Is It In 
My Head” rolls you along, 
surviving on the counterpoint 
between rhythm section and 
singers. ‘I’ve Had Enough”’ is a 
dash, dotted with tabla 
drumming, acoustic strumming, 
and echoes of Pete’s theme, but 
it’s still part of the bitter 


threnody of adolescence the side - 


comprises. _ 

“5:15” is a blast of John 
Entwistle’s brassy influence. 
Chris Stainton is slamming the 
piano at times, pulls a few Jerry 
Lee runs, and generally jousts 
with Pete’s lead. Roger Daltrey 
is the man to cut through any 
thicket of rock textures. Of 
course, Keith is there to cue and 
put away his singing, even as 
Roger seems to work up and 
down his gruff but lyrical range 
at the urging of Entwistle’s bass. 
When Rog introduced ‘Bell 
Boy” during the concert, he 
allowed that “most horrible of 
all,” Keith was gonna sing. 
Which he did, and does on the 
album, with an accordion-like 
wheeze presence, and drama. 

You know how those 
Britishers love to go down to the 
sea in symbols. That’s the thrust 
of the last side. On the way, 
John’s theme “Is It Me?” wafts 
through ‘““Dr. Jimmy.” Enough 
mist and water to drown in. 
Roger’s vocal starts to slide off 
the barstool, become strained 
and even pathetic. Then “The 
Rock,” a long underture which 
commences with a vibrant snore 
and spirals down a didactic 
road, comparable to but less 
interesting than certain sections 
of Their Santanic Majesties 
Request. Yes, it’s belabored and 
egocentric, like much of the 
filler on this latest Who album. 


Yet Pete, before a live 
audience he wants to rejoin has 
the sense to incline his crocodile 
bird nose towards us and 
beseech memories of a shared 
past with Stax-Volt chords as 
Roger sings “Love Reign O’vr 
Me’”’ with desperate vigor, 
whirlpooling into Keith’s 
pummeling drums, a few 
reluctant notes, and a ticked 
cymbal. It’s Townshend’s most 
difficult work, but not his most 
driven, and Peter proved he 
knew it by swinging kleig lights 
over a crowd freaking to ‘See 
Me, Feel Me’’ as the Who 
pounded to a buoyant retreat, 
heroes to a new generation of 
jailbait. The kids are all right. I 
can’t explain.

Since I was there as an 
incognito snoop, I did not defend 
the Phoenix, whose treatment of 
the heavy stuff, you notice, 
tends to the desultory and/or 
whimsical, nor The Real Paper, 
for whom classical music, 
apparently, does not exist. 

But I was inspired by this to a 
bit of navel-gazing, though I did 
not allow it to interfere with my 
swilling of the Beaujolais. Big 


Question! Adequate coverage for _ 


what? Do readers want to learn 
what they ought to think of some 
concert they’ve attended; do 
they want tips on upcoming free, 
or pricey, ones; or are they all 
kinky for technical analysis? 

It could be that the post- 
mortem review is beside the 
point, records (durable goods) 
being in a different category. 
And God knows, critics can be 
megalomaniacally judgmental 
(‘‘Hot lunches for needy 
schoolschildren are of little 
moment while Hans Pfitzner 
goes unperformed’’); or 


quantitative (“There was a 12- 
measure cut in Fafner’s 
cabaletta’’ And from their 
excellent, free seats, they 
sometimes conduct physical 
examinations as peremptory as 
those administered at the J.S. 
Army Base in South Boston 
(‘‘Mr. Corelli’s B flats ‘vere 
extended almost to the point of 
prolapse’). 

As only begetter of “Ear 
Trumpet’’ (b. 9/26/72), I 
sometimes wonder who out 
there, and how many, give any 
kind of a flying fuck about what 
goes on in this department. 
Speak up, reader(s)! I know: it’s 
like Tinkerbell in “Peter Pan” 
asking the audience please, to 
believe in fairies. But unlike 
Tinkerbell, I will meet in an 
agreed-on dark alley anybody 
who wants to make something 
out of my diction, especially in 
that last sentence. 

You Are Wanted By The 
Boston Symphony. Orchestra. 
The BSO, among local cultural 
institutions, is the largest 
standing object around. It 
enjoys a status among the Big 
Five or Big Ten, or something, 
has a- recording contract, 
concertizes abundantly, and, in 
Seiji Ozawa, now shares with 
San Francisco a modish 
superstar as its Music Director. 
How goes the Bao? 


My impression, based on what 
I have heard from several “‘live”’ 
broadcasts and a single visit to 
Symphony Hall, is that the BSO 
does very well, thank you; it 
glows, purrs, glints, scampers, 
and thunders, doing so with an 
unwonted discipline, but under 
conductors it finds congenial. 
The Berlioz ‘‘Damnation,”’ 
Rachmaninoff Third, and 
Brahms First under Ozawa were 
substantial and varicolored. 
And under Colin Davis, the 
Sibelius Fourth, Stravinsky 
“Orpheus” and 2nd “Leonore”’ 
were played with a grave, 
weighty beauty of tone though 
momentum or local detail was 
occasionally skimped in favor of 
“line’— a rare ordering of 
priorities among present-day 
conductors. Mirabile dictu, the 
Boston Symphony has been a 
joy to hear. 

But there was that kicker 
attached. Michael Tilson 
Thomas led the Symphony Hall 
concert I did attend, and in 
almost every way, it was 
damned ugly. This “Spectrum” 
concert’s theme was orchestral 
transcriptions, and the program 
contained four of rare interest: 
John Cage’s Suite for Toy Piano, 
orchestrated by Lou Harrison; a 
Monteverdi-Orff ‘‘Lamento 
d’Arianna,” with soloist Rose 
Taylor; Ravel’s orchestrations of 


four numbers from Schumann’s 
‘‘Carnaval’’; and, as the 
terminal mind-expander, 
Arnold Schoenberg’s 
amplification for huge orchestra 
of the Brahms Quartet for Piano 
and Strings in G minor, Op. 25. 
Michael Tilson Thomas, as 
programmer, has been a boon to 
this orchestra. To cite statistics: 
The Cage and Monteverdi were 
first Boston performances, the 
Schumann a first U.S. 
performance. On Thursday, it 
was possible to hear how the 
misic was supposed to “go,” but 
that was just about all. For Mr. 
Thomas functioned under some 
handicaps. His remarks were 
often duplicated by the notes in 
the program book. And the 
deportment of the players (these 
are informal ‘‘different,’’ 
shirtsleeves concerts, 
remember), ranged, as I read it, 
from light-hearted horseplay to 
downright insurrection. At least 
I think I interpreted it correctly 
as such when I witnessed 
conversations in progress during 
the performance, mugging, 
fidgeting, etc. among to list a 
few many instances of “Fuck 
you” behavior from what RCA 
used to advertise as ‘‘The 


Aristocrat of Orchestras.’’ 


Unsurprisingly, the execution, 
especially of the “showpieces” 
was a mess: loud, cheap and 


messy, as if played for low camp. 
And so, in its way, was the 
conductor’s contribution. One 
longed to throw a tarpaulin over 
the podium and secure the 
wriggling mass with heavy 
chains. I have heard the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra play this 
Brahms-Schoenberg' with 
transparency, dignity, and 
opulence— and with no great 
amount of rehearsal, either. And 
I have seen that ensemble 
restrain itself in the face of 
extreme provocation from 
Sergiu Commisiona, a 
sometimes repellently audience- 
conscious conductor. Can the 
difference be between an 
ensemble with a certain 
minimal, “no matter what” code 
of self-descipline, and one 
without? The next “Spectrum” 
concert (Jan 24) looks 
interesting. Maybe law and 
order will have returned to 
Huntington Avenue. 

I caught only one of Leonard 
Bernstein’s Norton Lectures, 
and this one was the taping at 
Channel 2 of the last and at 3 
hours longest. In its course, 
Bernstein delivered some bits of 
first-year music theory, and 
thought— assimilated— a little 
shadily, some ‘‘universal’’ 
tonality to Noam Chomsky’s 
notions of linguistic ‘‘deep 
structure.” 
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The Steve Miller Bana: 
THE JOKER (Capitol) 


Brilliant but erratic Steve 
Miller had finally put out an 
album that is brilliant and con- 
sistent. He even has a top-40 hit in 
the title cut, which is the second- 
weakest thing on the LP, but it 
has this reggae bass line. 

The best thing on the album is a 
picaresque R&B outing called 
“Your Cash Ain’t Nothing But 
Trash.”’ I play it three times a 
day. Also in Miller’s Texas bag is 
“Mary Lou” (She took Ronnie 
Hawkins’ watch and chain, so 
watch out for her.). 

Brilliant but erratic Steve is 
also multifaceted (‘I’m a picker. 
. .grinner. . .lover. . .sinner. . 
joker. . .smoker. . .midnight 
toker.’’). I guess that’s why he 
wears a lot of masks on the cover, 
and refers to his old personae 


(The Space Cowboy, the 
Gangster of Love) in the title 
song. 


So, out of a modern double- 
guitar bag comes ‘‘Shu Ba Da Du 
Ma MaMa’’From an early Steve 
Miller reference comes ‘Sugar 
Babe,”’ which is sort of a candy - 
foated ‘Quicksilver Girl.” 
Strictly from chutzpah is Steve’s 
live 12-string version of Robert 


Johnson’s “Come on in My 
Kitchen.” 

All in all, it is Steve’s best 
album since Sailor (That’s the 
one with‘‘Gangster of Love’’ on 
it.) Miller does his own 
production, and that, too, is up to 
his best. If you liked the acoustic- 
electric guitar segues on Sailor, 
you'll love the weird piece of 
electric jazz left in before the live 
acoustic Robert Johnson piece. 


Face it: some people look great 


in motley. On Steve Miller, it fits 
right off the rack. 

Steve’s singing also seems to be 
better. Much as his understated 
blues guitar style is his own, he 
used to sing with a psuedo- 
blackness _ straight from 
minstrelsy. Now he sings the 
way he plays, which has been a 
pleasing combination since Louis 
Armstrong, Marc Bolan excepted. 
In fact, on a song called “Evil,” 
Steve’s new bleached-out voice is 
too white. ‘‘Evil’’ reminds me of 
the Mayall cut on which they try 
to play the slooowest blues 
possible. There’s a great flash 
guitar chorus near the end, and a 
lot of sincerity. I’ll admit that on 
second listening I kind of like 
“Evil’’ Which is what happens on 
this album. 

The Joker is even better than 
Steve’s greatest hits album, 
which is inconsistent and suffers 
from the sinister influence of 
Paul McCartney, 

Love is strange, as Sylvia says, 
and I have always loved brilliant 
but erratic Steve Miller. This 
time he deserves it.

BEST OF THE GUESS WHO 
VOLUME II THE BEACH BOYS 
IN CONCERT 

The average group is very wise 


to stop every once in a while and 
survey its own accomplishments 
in a Best of album. A quick 
glimpse of the last couple years’ 
development allows the band to 
reinforce those trends the players 
wish to retain and to guard 
against breaches of the aesthetic 
that may creep in. It really 


- works: when the Byrds decided 


to assemble their first greatest 
hits album, they profited by it 
and remained great. The band’s 
Rock of Ages and Yessongs, 
though live albums, fulfilled a 
similar function. 

The same applies to the Guess 
Who. Their first Best Of album 
helped them outgrow their 
double-guitar boogie stage (from 
Share the Land, when they first 
had two guitarists). This one 
hopefully will kick them out of 
their ‘“‘Our lead singer is a sen- 
sitive and troubled soul’ pose. 
Like the last album, only half the 
tunes are genuine singles, in- 
cluding the great ‘‘Albert 
Flasher’ b-w ‘Broken’’ that 
somehow never made it to an 
album. The rest represent some

of their excesses. ‘“‘Guns, Guns, 
Guns’”’ from their all time low- 
point Rockin’ (another bargain 
bin classic), laments several 
species of nearly extinct animals. 
“Follow your Daughter Home’”’ is 
a lewd but trying reggae spoof 
from Artificial Paradise, and 
“Life in the Bloodstream’”’ is a 
moldy oldie takeoff on existen- 


tialism. Evidently they derive 
great pleasure out of mixing their 
banalities with a certain amount 
of enlightenment. Their serious 
stuff is much easier to take, even 
when. it’s deemed serious only by 
being monotonic: ‘‘Runnin’ Back 
to Saskatoon’”’ owes it entire 
existence to a riff Burton Cum- 
mings and Kurt Winter dreamed 
up in the dressing room—it’s 
from the live album. 

The singles point up instead 
their strengths, which are con- 
siderable: Cummings’ delightful 
piano playing, Winter’s fine 
commercial lead guitar, and the 
band’s grasp of chromatic colors 
in their melodic lines (most 
singles groups think a flat is an 
apartment). ‘‘Glamour Boy,’’ 
from No. 10, is a good example 
for its major and minor thirds 
development and the addition of a 
concert harp for texture. Ten 
albums? I expect no less than ten 
Best Of albums out of them 
before they’re through. 


The Beach Boys’ latest look 
backward is a two record live set, 
recreating both the concert last 
summer and the one last week. 
Their approach to the older tunes 
(up to and including Pet Sounds) 
is respectful, but they don’t seem 
to be able.to handle any of their 
later material without sounding 


dumb. In concert it was even 
dumber, as the Brontosauran 
entourage and 11-piece band 
lumbered through hatchet jobs on 
Holland and equipment failures, 
while Dennis Wilson told jokes. 
Out of the two discs, one albums 
worth of good material could be 
culled, including the side one, 
track one Boston biggie, ‘‘Sail on 
Sailor.’’ 


Ovations: HOOKED ON A 
FEELING (Sound Of Memphis 
7001), HAVING A PARTY 
(MGM 4945) 


Nine years after his death the 
spectre of Sam Cooke looms 
larger than ever on our current 
soul music scene. Post-Otis soul 
men like Al Green, Bobby 
Womack, Johnny Taylor and Joe 
Simon all continually draw on 
Cooke’s.nuances and phrasing to 
embellish their own formidable 
styles. While all these singers 
draw from Sam’s soul cook book, 


none has been able to recreate : 


the ‘‘Sam Cooke sound’’ as ef- 


fectively as Louis Williams, a~ 


man who heads a group called the 
Ovations arid who is the possessor 
of a voice that is unnervingly 
similar to Cooke’s. 
The first Ovations album came 
out a year ago on the short lived 
Sound of Memphis label. There 
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was almost no reason for its 
release. Although the group has 
been recording for at least eight 
years (they made several ex- 
cellent records for the Goldwax 
label in Muscle Shoals during the 
mid-60s), they had _ never 
anything but moderate R&B 
chart success. Hooked on A 
Feeling was one of the un- 
publicized gems of 1972. 
Recorded in Memphis, using 
many of Willie Mitchell’s session 
men, producer Dan Greer was 
able to fuse the solid bottom of 
the Hi studio sound with 
Williams’s voice and the group’s 
warm harmonies to create a 
remarkable adaptation of Sam 
Cooke to 1972 soul music. ‘So 
Nice To Be Loved By You” is 
probably the album’s greatest 
triumph, a gently swaying 
melody highlighted by a lightly 
chording guitar. a short conga 
intro and strings (they ‘fit, too). 
The only attempt at Cooke 
material is a short medley of two 
of the most famous gospel songs 
he recorded with the Soul 
Stirrers, done with only a rhythm 
accompaniement. It’s a sym- 
pathetic and moving reading. 
The more I play this albuin the 
more I appreciate it, even when 
the group occasionally sings off 
key or when the band misses a 
bridge. 


Having A Porty

ghost. It was a medley of Cooke’s 
hits, pieced together around the 
melody of the title and recorded 
before a “‘live’’ studio audience. 
The flip, “Too Good To Be 
True’’ was even better, an 
ethereal ballad and a secular 
reworking of early Soul Stirrers 
gospel ballads. The single shot up 
the charts and I anticipated .a 
delicious subsequent album. It 
hasn’t materialized. 

Despite the presence of the 
same producers and musicians, 
Having a Party is a shoddy, 
illeonceived disc. The “party” 
applause is run throughout the 
album and what was a well in- 
tegrated component of the single 
becomes tedious and annoying. 
In most cases the arrangements 
lack the sensitivity of that first 
album. Can you imagine a raging 
“psychedelic”’ guitar solo on “‘A 
Change Is Gonna Come?”’ Even a 
well intended tribute to the late 
Paul Williams of the Temptations 
falls flat with uninspired singing 
from the group. Next to the Blue 
Notes’ Black and Blue this must 
rank as the major 1973 soul 
disappointment. Search out and 
find the first album, buy the 
single ‘‘Having A Party’ — and a 
copy of Sam Cooke’s greatest 
hits.

Back in the fifties, when 
Charlie Parker’s licks were 
beginning to stagnate in the horns 
of his disciples and the hard bop 
style grew predictable, jazz 
listeners rediscovered many of 
the fine musicians of the swing 
era. Middle age had little effect 
on many of these big band 


sidemen, many of whom first 
gained prominence with Count 
Basie and Fletcher Henderson in 
the thirties, and several produced 
the finest work of their. careers 
while their younger colleagues 
fought their way out of the Bird 
Cage. Times have changed, and 
bop is now the old school, but the 
work of these three fine tenor 
saxophonists, plus pianist Walton 
and the other sidemen, suggest 
that a similar bebop renaissance 
may be taking shape. 


Heath and Gordon, the two men 
who were contemporaries of 
Bird, were shaped by Parker’s 
lifestyle as much as his music; 
both spent much of the fifties in 
obscurity, fighting heroin habits, 
but each has sounded strong 
since his 1960 return. Dexter, 
with his mammoth tone, love of 
intricate chord changes, and laid 
back approach that seems to 
delay his notes to the last possible 
rhythmic moment, played the 
first thoroughly modern (post- 


_ Lester Young) tenor and had 


great influence on Rollins and 
Coltrane. His playing on 


His tenor has the same roughness 
and swagger as Dexter’s, though 
he will in turn be funkier and 
more outside. He plays soprano 
and flute as well and is very 
engaging on the latter, sounding 
like James Moody. Clifford 
Jordan’ is from the next 
generation, the hard boppers who 
emerged after Bird’s death. His 
approach, first formed with the 
common. building blocks of 
Parker, Dexter, Rollins and Stitt, 
has constantly expanded in the 
past decade through his work 
with Mingus, Dolphy and several 
younger players. Jordan and 
Walton consciously return to 
older material in the Boomers set 
(‘We were trying to restore 
bebop .. . in our own way,” 
Walton says in the notes) and 
Clifford is stunning, using a 
variety of timbres and energy 


levels for constantly involving . 


contrast. 

In general the sidemen respond 
well in this environment. Most, 
like Jordan, came on the scene 
around 1960 and began their 
career as hard bop players. 
Freddie Hubbard, whose recent 
recordings have not presented 
him in best light, does very well 
with Gordon when he isn’t being 
overenthusiastic. Bassists Sam 
Jones: and Bob Cranshaw, with 
Jordan-Walton and Heath 
respectively, are similarly 
reinvigorated, and the intelligent 
bass lines of each are valuable 
bonuses. Cedar Walton does some 
playing as opposed to surface 
skimming, contributing solos of 
humor and irresistable swing to 
his own album and Gordon’s; on 
Generation, he even gets to work 


Generation is representative of 
his last ten years, which he has 
spent in Europe: fluid but a bit 
too laid back, never up to his true 
potential. Jimmy Heath, of the 
Famous Philadelphia Heaths 
(Percy and _  Albert-Tootie- 
Kuumba are brothers, Mtume his 
son) started on alto and was 
known for a time as Little Bird. 


on an in-tune piano. Billy Higgins 
is the only other repeater, 
sounding stiff in spots on Dex- 
ter’s date but rallying with Heath 
for a fine performance. Billy’s 
drums are still perfect for these 
cooking sessions. Two younger 
men appear with mixed success: 
Buster Williams sounds out of 


place on Generation with his 
cloudy bass slurs, but Stanley 
Cowell’s keyboards, subtle yet 
stimulating, are the perfect foil 
for Heath. 

All of these men are mature 
players, refreshing in their 
confidence and integrity after so 
many new releases that are 
either halfbaked or pandering, 
but music with such a familiar 
base is in constant danger of 
becoming tired and offering little 
more than cliche. The leaders 
here have wisely realized that 
inspiration can be maintained 
through a wise choice of reper- 
toire. Walton and Jordan take a 
couple of jazz standards for 
extended workouts but also use 
good material of their own: 
Walton’s ‘‘Holy Land’’ and 
Jordan’s “The Highest Moun- 
tain’”’ being the most interesting. 
Gordon takes two lines from the 
past also, but Dexter was .in- 
spired to resurrect two beauties 
that have been sadly overlooked: 
Monk’s ‘‘We See’’ and the 
“Milestones”’ that Miles Davis 
and Charlie Parker (on tenor) 
recorded in 1947. Hearing Dexter 
and Freddie blow Miles’ theme in 
appropriate unison the 
highlight of Gordon’s album. 
Jimmy Heath, who writes and 
arranges’ as well as he blows 
tenor, is the most successful of 
all: Five of the six pieces are his 
own, and with the single ex-- 
ception of the tritely funky 
“Hands Up!” Feet Down !” they 
possess both lovely lines and 
originality of structure. ‘‘One for 
Juan’”’ and Billy” have 
intriguing contours, while 
“Gemini” reveals what treasures 
can still be wrested from the 
blues form. A further treat is 
Heath’s arranging, which makes 
brief but telling use of cello on 
three tracks. These written 
touches make Love and Un- 
derstanding the most satisfying 
of three cooking sessions.

Theatre: The Rewards of Providence

First, it’s easy to get to: one 
hour from Boston, south on 128, 
then south on 95 to the Atwells 
Avenue exit in Providence, right 
after you pass the State House 
on your left (no, you can’t miss 
it, it’s a looming wedding cake). 
Turn left at the exit light, pass 
the Holiday Inn on your left, 
slope down the little hill, and 
you’re there. It still says 
*‘Majestic Theater’ in huge 
letters on the building’s brick 
wall, but it’s really the new 
Trinity Square Repertory 
Company theater-commplex, a 
big playhouse upstairs and a 
little one downstairs. 

Second, you don’t have to 
balk at traveling an hour each 
way just to see one show. You 
can catch two plays on the same 
day, a 2 o’clock matinee and an 
eight o’clock evening, with 
dinner at a good restaurant in 
between. 

Third. and this is the most 
important reason for going, the 
company is so damn good. 
They’re even terriffic when they 
do bad plays, but nobody’s 
better at doing the good plays 
I’ve seen them do. They've 
developed over the years a 
company of, by now, familiar 
faces and extraordinary talent, 
they have the best directors 
going, and they’re adventurous. 

To celebrate their new 
theaters, Trinity Square is 
having a ‘Holiday Celebration” 
Dec. 26-Jan. 6, doing five shows 
in repertory. You can see all five 
in two days if you time it right. I 
saw two of them (No. 5 hasn’t 
opened yet), both curious in very 
different ways. 

Aimee is a musical based on 
the life of Aimee Semple 
McPherson, the famous 
evangelist who once lived in 
Providence. Not so unlikely a 
subject for a musical considering 
the possibilities of revivalist 
music and the notorious fleshly 
pursuits of “Sister Aimee”’ who 
always needed just plain men as 
much as she needed God. 
William Goyen has provided us 
with a kaleidoscopic view of 
America in the 20’s, 30’s and

40’s in his book and lyrics, and 
Worth Gardner’s score 
maintains a revivalist bounce 
and rhythm without ever 
approaching the truly 
memorable. The point is, 
though, that the combination 
works awfully well at sustaining 
one’s pleasure and interest for 
what Shakespeare once termed 
the “two hours’ traffic of our 
stage.” 

Traffic, oddly enough, is the 
key to the production. Aimee 
rides through much of the show 
in a splendidly funky car, ‘‘the 
Car of Love,” and she does so 
not only on stage, but all around 
the flexibly cross-aisled 
auditorium (energy-crisis 
pundits please note: it’s battery 
operated). The effect in Act 
One, coming after the grand 
candle-lit processionals of 
mourners down the _ theater’s 
side-aisles, is powerfully 
releasing; the audience is often 
surrounded on all sides by actors 
and singers, becoming a kind of 
audience-in-the-round. Still, I 
wish the car had not appeared 
quite so often in the course of the 
show. 


e@ | liked the first act the best: 


it has a natural unity centered 
on religious enthusiasm. The 
last two acts, which expose 
rather than examine Aimee’s 
obviously torn loyalties, cleverly 
mange not to take sides on any 
of the controverted aspects of 
Aimee’s personality and career, 


‘and perhaps because of this they 


seemed to me both repetitive 
and less interestng. But the 
show is definitely worth a visit, 
if only for the dazzling 
performances by Pamela Payton- 
Wright and Marguerite Lenert 
as Aimee and her mama, and 
the sheer theatricality of Adrian 
Hall’s direction. 

Downstairs at Trinity, in the 
smaller theater, a cast of four is 
officially premiering Israel 
Horovitz’s Alfred the Great, the 
first play in his ‘“‘Wakefield 
Trilogy.” I am not sanguine 
about the next two plays.Alfred 
the Great strikes me as the 
single most egregiously 
derivative play I’ve seen in. 
years, and I was saddened that 
Eugene Ionesco thinks so highly 
of Horvitz (his praise is in the 
program notes). 

If I told you that a successful 
‘intellectual’ and his wife 
return to his home town, stay 
with the man’s old girlfriend and 
her husband, re-enact riddles of 
impotence and lust, circle 
around a deep, dark secret that 
emerges at the end of the play, 
and suffer the expected baiting 
of brain by rough brawn, you 
wouldn’t be surprised, I’m sure. 
And if I added that: the 


enigmatic wife of the 


intellectual .becomes a _ lust- 
object for the rough host, and 
everyone speaks in theater-of- 
the-absurd non sequiturs (of 
tone as well as language), 
furiously chop-logicking their 
way through bad jokes and 


pregnant silences, you'd be 
within your rights in seeing it all 
as a burlesque of Pinter’s 
Homecoming by way of Albee 
and Tom Stoppard. 


I think the play fails utterly 
because Horovitz has no talent 
for exciting our curiosity about 
these people, and no 
obseravable gift for making an 
audience feel embarrassed 
because of sympathy (my 
embarrassemnt was totally for 
the author). Pinter’s Max, 
Lennie, and Ruth despite their 
quick reversals, come across as 
intensely real people, and their 
intrigues electrifying compared 
to Horowitz’s array of dead 
batteries. 


Horovitz’s dialogue is, for the 
most part, cheap when it’s not 
being strictly imitative. Here are 
some examples. She: “‘It’s very 
nice, your robe.” He: “It’s 
Italian.’’ She: ‘‘It’s nice 
anyway.” (That joke doesn’t 
belong in what purports to be a 
“tragicomedy.”) or this— She: 
“Do you understand what you 
just said?” He: “It made sense 
when I practiced it in the 
bathroom.”’ Horovitz doesn’t 
begin to understand that even 


theater-of-the-absurd and 
tragicomedy must have an 
underlying decorum; without 
decorum one gets sophomoric 
humor and sophormoric pathos- 
pure tonal chaos. 


Okay. Hated it, loved them. 
The company performs 
beautifully under James 


Hammerstien’s direction (what 
can Hammerstiein see in 
Horovitz that he has directed 
five of his plays, though?). 
Above all, it’s worth seeing 
George Martin as Will, a kind of 
Max-Lennie composite acted 
with consummate timing and 
inflection. As King Lear said of 
the gods, he makes “honors of 
men’s impossibilities.”” Don’t 
belittle the enjoyment of seeing 
a not-so-hot play performed by 
first-rate actors; it’s 
considerable, as the British 
know so well. 


By the way, the other three 
plays being done in the next 
weeks are Robert Penn Warren’s 
Brother to Dragons, Stuart 
Vaughan’s Ghost Dance, and 
Oliver Hailey’s For the Use of 
the Hall. The rewards of 
Providence are many, so get on 
down there. 


Let me crow, for a change, 
about a Brandeis production 
at Spingold Theatre 
(something I’ve never done 
before.) Their Marat/Sade, 
which has been playing these 
last weeks but opened one 
day too late for coverage in 
Phoenix’s last issue, is 
splendid from start to finish. 

Walter Brazil and Dick 
Heller direct Peter Weiss’s 
play very: much in the 
established Peter Brook 
mode, and bless them for: it! 
Even certain characters’ 
manner of speech echoed the 
inflections and idiosyncrasies 
of the famous London 
production, and rightly so, 
for they were wonderful. 
Richard Peaselee’s score is as 
huanting and stirring as ever. 
David Palmer’s Marquis is 


avuncular, which ts a 
difference, and an interesting 
one. Randall Merrifield’s 
Marat, Susan Davis’ 
Charolette Corday, Jessie 
Natovitz’s Simonne, «and 
Laurence Gerwitz’s Duperret 
allmoved ‘me tears at several 
points. 

I know now why the play 
affects me so strongly. It has 
nothing to do with whether or 
not Peter Weiss is a Marxist, 
or with who the final victor is 
in the Marat/Sade debate on

unexpectedly bourgeois 


life and revolution. It has to 
do, wholly, with emotions 
generated by the drama as a 
play-within-a-play. To see an 
eroticist madman merely 
mouthing the words of a 
decorous aristocrat while 
writhing in his own inner 
torment— the mind and 
body, as it were, totally 
divorced from an imposed 
role— is somehow to, see, 
suffering and irony whole. To 
realize that we are not 
watching Simonne’s 
attentiveness to Marat 
within the fictional frame, 
but rather an unnamed 
madwoman’s complex levels 
of fear within the asylum. is 
to weep for the pain of that 
complexity in her. And the 
very conception: of a 
Charlotte Corday, that 
relentless, thrice-knocking 
activist, played by a virtual 
somnambulist, must 
generate chils at such a 
theatrical displacement. 
When the double-exposure 
finally comes into focus— I 
can only gasp for the pity and 
the pain of it. 

The pity and the pain are ae 
beautifully. realized at 
Brandeis, and with an 
intense consistency I would 
not have believed possible in 
a college production. Bravo!

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‘Swallowed’: Another Beginning

Swallowed— ( a bill of four one- 


act plays) Written and directed 
by Sheldon Feldner, With Tim 
Cunningham, Richard 
Fitzpatrick, Gyll Martin, Amy 
Lerner, Steven White, Dana 
Hersey and Craig Bowley. At 
Theater Two— 196 Broadway in 
Cambridge. 

If you don’t go to plays 
anymore or if you have never 
quite done so— there is a new 
place now to resume, or to begin. 
Modestly, with skill and talent. 
Theatre Two has begun a first 
season in a permanent location 
at the corner of Broadway and 
Portland Street in Cambridge. 
Producer Joel Polinsky, and 
writer/director Sheldon Feldner 
ate the initiators of this good 
venture. 

They have put together a 
program of four one-act sketches 
with an umbrella title and a 
general theme called 
Swallowed. It places a wide 
range of demands on its 
performers and offers a variety 
-of rewards for its audience; the 
results are both good and bad, as 
one might expect. The key work 
is “result” for the process is— 
throughout— serious and 
noteworthy.The flaws are lapses 
in the writing and misguided 
directions: The sorts of mistakes 
which reveal how appropriate 
and deserved the achievements 
are. 

The title play involves two 
men who have been, in fact, 
swallowed, and who meet in a 


cavity of a belly. One had, 
earlier that day, attempted 
toget into Let’s Make a Deal. He 
wears the penguin suit by which 
he had hoped to attract the 
attention of Monty Hall and 
entrance into a tv world of prizes 
and glory. His companion (too 
much an abstract adversary) 
derides this desire and wrenches 
this dentist-in-a-penguin’s-suit 
into a frenzy by firing at him 
rapid questions to which the 
answers cannot come fast 
enough. Dana Hersey is fine as 
the optimist-dentist. As his 
conbatant prepares to quiz him 
about the location of San Juan 
Hill and the breed of Rin Tin 
Tin, he is asked if he is ready: 
He shakes his head; yes. It is a 
good actor’s kind of choice; it 
holds a world of aggression and 
of eagerness to please and to 
win, and implies a life spent 
preparing to provide the answers 
he knows; a man prepared to 
leap into bonanzas behind 
hidden doors. A confident 
choice, his face is even masked 
at this time by his penguin’s 
beak; it demonstrates and 
justifies the certainty they have 
had in their work. 

This confidence is present 
equally in Richard Fitzpatrick’s 
doomsdayer in the first play of 
the four. A strait-laced 
accountant at a convention of 
his peers, he rises unannounced 
to herald the End, and 
maintains an erratic and comic 
balance between apocalyptic 


fervor and strict accountability. 
Gyll Martin also provides an 
even, interesting protrait of a 
girl auditioning for a deodorant 
commercial. Eager, clever, silly, 
she gets her job by imitating her 
opposition. A difficult acting 
proposition, she intently 
watches and listens to 
everything around her— eyes 
wide and new- and finds a neat 
moment, silently reading, lips 
moving, along with the friend 
she will betray. 

Later, Mr. Hersey also plays 
an aging, British movie star, a 
man who exhibits wit and fear 
and loathing, confronted by an 
asinine agent and a slinky, Rex 
Reed-y interviewer. ‘“‘What’s 
happening in films*” He’s asked. 
‘‘Nothing is happening in 
films!” He groans. “And I’m 
going to die.’’ An impossible tax 
upon a young actor, still he 
moves as an older man and 
sounds faded even as he praises 
his own voice; he addresses a 
breakfast bun as if it were poor 
Yorick’s skull, and assures it 
that it has more integrity and 
style than the obsequients by 
whom. he is surrounded. He is 
brittle and witty and fierce, but 
it is too much to ask. He 
concludes with a _ horrific 
narrative of witnessing Tyrone 
Power’s death; the audience is 
stilled and attentive; altogether 


in his power. But some of the - 


requisite weight is missing; forty 
years of it. He has done what he 
might have done and he has

done very much and well, and 
yet there are some gaps. It is 
what the full program has been 
like. 

A good evening, a decent 
company, a suitable beginning: 
just that The plays are lively 
and allow the actors to look 


good; they are also imperfect. 
Sketches really, each seems just 
off; each provides a dramatic 
event and at some point, veers to 
a wrong corner of it, toward a 
dead end. An absolute “yes” 
here, and a little ‘“‘no’’ there: a 
decent worthy ratio.

Boston Ballet, Dance Theatre of Boston

Boston Ballet 

Watching Wyotek Lowski on 
stage at the Boston Ballet’s 
opening series of performances 
makes you think carefully about 
what you do or don’t like about a 
dancer and his performances. 
The truth is that Lowski gave a 
series of flawed performances— 
but they were fascinating 
nevertheless, sometimes more 
instructive in their failings than 
in their successes. 

Lowski is the Ballet’s new 
premier danseur, brought from a 
European background which 
includes the Kirov and most 
recently Maurice Rejart’s Ballet 
of the Twentieth Century. 
Bejart’s works are considered by 
many to be pop or fad dance, 
trendy, and without a 
permanent contribution to the 
world of ballet. Lowski gave 
Boston its first taste of the 
controversial Bejart with his solo 
‘‘Le Cygne,’’ in which the 
primary image is that of a 
bizarre, coy male swan who 
rippies and -freezes in 
movements and positions 
influenced by Indian dance. The 
solo revealed Lowski’s high 
degree of showmanship, his 
command of the stage. But what 
I found most interesting— 
something not often seen in 
ballet dancers — was that 
Lowski seemed to be working 
with a great deal of relaxation, 
using only as much tension as 
necessary to achieve movement, 
never more. The final pose of the 
work, head and body bent 
forward toward the audience, 
arms thrown up, is that of a 
vulnerable creature. It is 
precisely this quality of 


vulnerability which is so 
touching about Lowski. He is 
youthful-looking and_ slender, 
almost slightly built. And 
somehow there is implied in his 
presence a certain frailty, as if 
he embodies our own mortality. 

His interpretation of 
Balanchine’s ‘‘Donizetti 
Variations” was odd: he looked 
as though he had not quite 
adjusted to the movement, his 
shoulders sometimes losing their 
breadth and slipping into an 
almost casual attitude. 
However, even when he is a bit 
off form, Lowski is immensely 
likeable onstage, with a smile 
that looks for all the world 
genuine. 


Yet at the same time, Lowski 
wears the grandness of ballet 
more comfortably than do the 
other men of the Boston Ballet, 
and his subtlety and refinement 
seem often in very sharp 
contrast to the boldness of the 
others. That was especially 
evident in “‘Coppelia,”’ that full 
length opus in which Swanhilda 
(Edra Toth), on the eve of her 
betrothel to Franz (Lowski), 
leads the girls of the village into 
the shop of the doll-maker, Dr. 
Coppelius. I found Toth’s acting 
a bit understated in the first two 
acts, although she seemed to 
shine in the finale. 

In the Czardas section of Act 
I, the audience caught the 
excitement in the partnership of 
Lowski and Anamarie Sarezin. I 
suspect that Sarazin may be 
Lowski’s best partner with the 
Ballet. She is beautiful and 
always sparkles onstage, but she 
is, most importantly, an 
absolutely solid performer. 


The revival of Agnes de 
Mille’s ““Rodeo”’ was premature 
and disappointing to those who 
had seen last season’s success. 
Edra Toth as the Cowgirl who 
falls in love with the Champion 
Roper lacked abandon and 
vivaciousness; she looked as 
though she did not believe in the 
role herself. But the dance is a 
sound one, an important 
addition to the company’s 
repertoire. So too is Norman 
Walker’s “‘Baroque Concerto,” a 
skipping, leaping: abstract 
modern dance work infused 
here, as might be expected but 
perhaps not desired, with a 
balletic quality, a lighter use of 
body weight than might 
originally have been intended. 


Dance Theatre of Boston 


The evidence is inconclusive — 
there were, after all, only two 
dances— but Billy Wilson did do 
something Boston hasn’t seen 
recently and something I like 
very much. He put his dancers 
right onstage with the orchestra 
when his five-month old 
company made its local debut 
early this month with the 
Boston Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Walter Hagen at 
the Boston Center for the Arts. 
Granted, the stage at the 
partially renovated National 
Theatre is a bit small for such an 
endeavor. The orchestra was 
squeezed to the very back of the 
stage and the dancers of the 
Dance Theatre of Boston didn’t 
have all that much room to 
move, but the result was 
nevertheless the impression of 
collaboration and the feeling of 
intimacy. 


Woytek Lowski of the Boston Ballet 


Billy Wilson is eclectic. He 
draws material from the black 
experience, from classical ballet , 
from modern dance. He studied 
with Anthony Tudor, danced on 
Broadway in ‘‘Bells Are 
Ringing’’, and is the 


‘choreographer for “Zoom” that 


later day, locally produced 
“Sesame Street.”” He seems to 
incorporate elements from all 
his theatre experiences, even 
perhaps borrowing the name of 
his almost all black company 
from Arthur Mitchell’s Dance 
Theatre of Harlem. 


The first work on the program, 
set to music by Satie, was ‘““The 
Velvet Gentlemen,”’ for two 
women and three men, 


ostensibly balletic in style but 
with touches of modern 
influence in the arm gestures 
and the use of parallel rather 
than turned out pointe work. 
The title here appears to refer to 
the velvet coats men wear in 
ballets as much as to anything 
else. The men seem, if not 
technically flawless, to have a 
good sense of flow. Sonja van 
Beers is the most balletically 
accomplished dancer of the 
group (she was prima ballerina 
with the National Ballet of 
Holland), but I found Dyann 
Robinson lamentably weak- 
legged, unable to accomplish a 
reliable extension. 


The Blues segment from 
Wilson’s larger work, ‘Black 
Light,”’ uses a three-piece jazz 
combo — fine, except that the 
musicians were dressed in 
tuxedos while the six dancers 
were in black jazz costumes, 
complete with net stockings for 
the women. A bit too much 
mixing of theatrical worlds, I 
thought. The black costuming 
was particularly unfortunate on 
that stage where the inadequate 
lighting system is still awaiting 
revamping. Symbolism of the 
title. aside, perhaps red would 
have shown the dance to better 
advantage. 

The theatre as a whole 
promises to be a very good one 
when completely renovated. 
Originally a vaudeville house, it 
now has some of the aura of an 
old opera house. When finished, 
it will be a fine place to house 
dance such as this and the 
Philharmonia, which provides a 
high quality alternative to the 
Boston Symphony. 
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t began with The McCoys at 15;a few years later he was playing wit 
and producing Edgar and Johnny Winter;

Mike Baron 
The Art of Walt Disney by 
Christopher Finch, Abrahms, 
250 pp., 45 bucks, and that ain’t 
chickenfeed 

There are many beautiful 
pictures from all the Walt 
Disney productions we know 
and love, and the highly 
readable text advances the case 
of Walt Disney’s art. 
convincingly, but this is not the 
first book to explain the wonders 
of animation. It isn’t even the 
first book to be called “The Art 

of Walt Disney.” Robert Feild 
wrote a book with the same title 
in 1940, covering much of the 
same territory that Finch 
covers, with many of the same 
conclusions. I guess The People 
weren’t ready for Walt Disney as 

a “serious artist” in those days, 
or Feild’s excellent book would 
have survived the way all great 
criticisms survive, such as 
Armheim’s The Film as Art. 

But now, Abrahms has 
concurred along with Finch that 
The People are ready to accept 
Disney as a serious artist, 
because he was the only man 
crazy enough and. resourceful 
enough to finance the animated 
versions of his favorite fairy 
tales; in so-doing, he redefined 
those fairy tales to appeal to his 
concept of what the average man 
likes in a fable. And hit it right 
on the button. 

Disney has been criticized for 
vulgarizing great classics such as 
Lewis Carroll’s Alice in 
Wonderland (‘‘Got no heart,” 
said Disney.); of being a vile 
Puritan popularizer (““Hippies” 
and similar types are refused 
entrance to Disneyland; the 
Work Ethic is great); and of 
being an ass fetishist. But 
there’s no doubt that in 


he created entertainment for 
millions, cutting across all lines 
of class and creed. 

Finch does a good job of 
outlining Disney’s financial 
career, placing particular 
emphasis on Walt’s 
unquestioned business acumen. 
Finch does a great service in 
faithfully tracking down and 
listing the many individual 
contributors who had given so 
much to the creation of 
characters such as Goofy, 
Donald, and the Seven Dwarfs. 
Men such as Albert Hurter, 
Hugh Hennesy, and Jack 
Hannah have been doing 
excellent work for years and had 
never been given proper credit. 
‘This is one fault of Disney’s that 


Finch overlooks in the case of his’ 


study, for Disney took credit for 
everything. 

Nevertheless,his employees 
loved the business and, 
apparently, the boss, so they 
didn’t mind their anonymity. 
The outpouring of work from 
the Disney studios over the years 
has been staggering and much 
art never seen before appears in 
the book. As early Disney critic 
Feild pointed out, artists were 
producing masterpieces by the 
uncounted thousands at the 
Disney studios, and a lot of it 
was just being thrown away. 


Finch’s thesis with Disney 


centers around his total 
devotion to his projects; the way 
he was able to realize his 
fantasies concretely. While 
other artists came up with the 
actual designs, Walt usually 
contributed the story, the gags, 
and most importantly, the 
characterizations. When he had 
it together for a picture like 
Pinocchio, the result was a 
masterpiece. But when his 


attention wandered, as it did 
during the making of Sleeping 
Beauty, the picture suffered. In 
later years, Walt’s attention was 
mostly taken with his 
amusement park projects, which 
may prove to be Disney’s most 
important contribution to 
culture; more important than 
his pioneer work in animation. 
Peter Blake deals with the parks 
in a special essay that correctly 
identifies them as good urban 
planning, and probably 
harbingers of a sane future. 
Most of the discussion deals 
with Disney World in Orlando, 
Fla., a much more ambitious 
project than Disneyland. Disney 
World is planned to include all 
lines of communication and 
service below ground in broad 
tunnels, where they are easily 
accessible. The communities are 
planned for humans; to be easily 
traversed, interesting at every 
turn, easily understood, easily 
cleaned, safe. And it all works. 
Disney developed the 
communities in Orlando, which 
include two distinct towns 
outside of the amusement park, 
with techniques first used to 
plan his movies. For years, 
Disney Productions has been 
dealing in the kind of long-range 
planning that our governments 
and cities desperately need but 
know little about. 

Disney’s art may eschew 
intellectualization, but its 
lasting value as fantasy is 
undeniable. Single-handedly, he 
advanced the art of animation 
by light years. But who would 
guess that Walt Disney’s most 
lasting gift to modern culture 
would be in the area of urban 
planning. 

Heroin. By Clive Matson, Neon

Clive Matson’s Heroin gives 
us “Rich lyrics and an explosive 
ode on smack’s wierd mental 
world,’’ according to an 
announcement, “The way in 
and the way out.”’ What the poet 
does is what all poets should do, 
open up living room, reveal 
spaces and extend sight & sound 
where before there was only 
prison, darkness and silence. 

The smack world is the 
darkest world. “‘There should be 
a junkie liberation front,’’ 
according to Allen Ginsberg. 
“They’re the really oppressed 
group in America, the most 
oppressed group, I think in the 
sense they’re hunted down like 
dogs....” And worse than guns 
are the trips laid on them by 
straight people. The Mitchell- 
Nixon ‘drug war;’’ the ex- 
“addict” taken like a captive 
animal from high school to high 
school; the sickness doctors; and 
perhaps most pernicious of all 
the romantic, chic view of the 
doomed miscreant. 

Clive is no romantic lunching 
or pushing the milk of paradise, 
no “angel-headed hipster.”” He 
spreads his mind out page after 
page in HEROIN without moral 
posturing, without romantic 
posing; he displays a mentality 
intrinsically valuable, a 
perception worth sharing. 

.. these passages turn into me 
luxurious with simple purple 
down lights writing writhing 
songs in their turning changes 
and still silences. 

The leaving, the getting out, 
the return to the “real world” 
must by necessity, by 
“‘definition,’’ I suppose, be 


duller. And the drama of escape .. 


ironically feels more like an 


animal being trapped, tied into 
human relationships. “Human 
Belonging’’ talks of the 
“brotherhood of opium” with all 
relations tied into the habit, the 
drug, the junk. But “reality” is 
an even tighter knot— a 
reinforced concrete construction 
entombing the poet— “block in 
solid,” a crystal seed retracking 
cell by cell into the 
pain/world/reality. ‘‘Accept 
pain... take over life until a 
human’s 
like a piece of veined and 
‘flattened steel struck 
vibrating morning to night 
between pain and a vanishing 
high. (p. 31) 
Clive Matson has set together 
a formidable poem, transformed 
a hard experience in Heroin. His 
first book Mainline To The 
Heart (1966) seemed more 
lyrical, lush and scattered— also 
more uncertain and even. Space 
Age(1969) with its scientific 
images appeared more 
controlled but also more frozen, 
removed, ‘“‘scientific.’”’ Heroin 
combines the experience from 
Mainline To The Heart with the 
discipline of Space Age. 
Personally I rather like 
Mainline above the others 
because the poet there seems 
closest to human feelings, to 
being human. He’s so butch and 
tough I sometimes hesitate and 
return to John Wieners question 
of 1966: ‘‘Has the author 
sacrificed anything or 
everything to arrive at the 
toughness he celebrates.”’ 
(Preface to Mainline To The 
Heart.) Like Wieners I feel 


. Matson’s experience is genuine, 


but everyone should personally 
answer that question by reading 
Heroin.

It’s not often a concert is presented with a moneyback guarantee, 
but that’s what the Boston Area Friends of Bluegrass and Old- 
Timey music are offering with their December 18 presentation of 
Ralph Stanley and the Clinch Mountain Boys with the Newgrass 
Revival. “I’ve told people I’ll give ’em their money back if they don’t 
like it, ” says BAFOB head Nancy Talbott about the concert, the 
group’ ’s most ambitious presentation in its five year history. The 
show is a plunge into the breadth of bluegrass. Banjoist /tenor Ralph 
Stanley is considered the best of the old-timey, lonesome-sounding 
mountain boys, while the Newgrass group is the premier Southern 
progressive group, using the bluegrass tradition for some more 
contemporary experimentation. Tickets are $4.00 for the show, this 
Tuesday night at Harvard Square theatre. 


The Performance Center, a new entertainment facility located in 
Harvard Square, opens for business with local favorite Bonnie Raitt 
on Tuesday, December 18. Bonnie and folksinger David Ray will 
perform two shows nightly through December 23, at 8 and 10:30 pm. 
During her week at the Center Bonnie will probably share the stage 
with many friends that are expected to drop in to see her before she 
moves to California. David Ray was formerly with Koerner, Ray and 
Glover, a popular trio on the Cambridge folk circuit. 


The Performance Center is located at 36 Boylston St. (corner of 
Mt. Auburn) in Cambridge. It is billed as ‘‘a unique entertainment 
complex comprising two concert clubs, each with sophisticated 
sound and lighting systems.” Performance I, the larger of the two 
rooms, holds 6000 persons in seating patterns ranging from theatre 
seats to tables and chairs. (Performance I will open in mid-January.) 
Both clubs will be open 7 nights a week, with entertainment from 
modern dance, to jazz, blues, folk, rock or a Sunday afternoon 
chamber music recital. 


On December 21st and 22nd, THE CHRISTMAS REVELS, the only 
celebration of Christmas and The Winter Solstice to take place in 
the Boston area, will fill Sanders Theater in Cambridge. The 
spectacle is comprised of a mixture of professional and amateur 
musicians. singers, and dancers brought together by director Carol 
Landstaff. Participating in The Revels are Alexander’s Feast, the

well known Cambridge old instrument group, The Cambridge 
Mummers Troupe, The Arlington St. Marks Dance Company. The 
Cambridge Friendly Singers, The Pinewoods Morris Men. Also 
included are the less well known but fast rising Old Tom Bells, North 
Walbottle Brass, and the Children’s Souling Society. 


They come together to carol and sing, to dance traditional dances. 
They engage in ritual processionals, and finally St. George slays the 
dragon, in a now rare example of Good winning out in the end. The 
material is drawn from a variety of old English, Irish, Scottish, and 
American folk traditions. Last year the festivities raised the 
temperature of Sanders Theater’s thirty foot high marble entry hall 
from 57 degrees to 72 degrees in five minutes, on a sub-freezing night 
last year (according to the janitor). 


“The Abbots’ Bromley Horn Dance”’, a pagan ritual celebrating the 
primitive hunt, is a piece whose origins are lost in antiquity. Its six 
Morris Dancers, holding reindeer antlers aloft, dance noiselessly in 
eerie dimness. It electrifies as it startles. Modern dance is also part 
of THE REVELS. Several traditional pieces have been 
choreographed for modern treatment. This includes a delicate 
arrangement of the traditional folk ballad The Cherry Tree Carol. 
Also, new this year, will be an arrangement of King Herod and the 
Cock.

A Boar’s Head Banquet will take place on stage, rendering the 
traditional English Christmas feast. The whole cast takes part in it, 
dancing, jugglng, singing, and fooling around as was the custom. As 
well, numerous carols are sung, dances danced, and instruments old 
and new played by few and many. The Fool does his part to make 
merry, and in at least one scene, the stars are under eight years old. 


There will be three performances of THE CHRISTMAS REVELS at 
Sandedrs Theater, Cambridge. They will take place at 8 pm on 
Friday, December 21st, and at 3:00 pm and 8:00 pm on Saturday, 
December 22. Tickets: $3.00 adults, $1.50 children 12 and under, on 
sale at Soundscope-Minuteman stores in Boston and Cambridge, 
and at the door.
